Broad 
as  was  the  vision  of  the  rpen  who  pushed 
steel  through  eastern  woodland,  across 
prairie  and  mountain  to  the  western  sea- 


board, their  prescience  failed  to  foretell  the 
transportation  needs  of  this  century. 

Because  of  the  country's  vast  expanse, 
Canada's  Industrial  virility  leans  heavily 
on  a network  of  overland  communications, 
fairly  efficient  within  provincial  boundaries 
but  lacking  the  co-ordination  of  a national 
arterial  highway  from  coast  to  coast.  The 
need  for  that  link  has  been  recognized  by 
the  present  nine  provinces  and  by  innumer- 
able diversified  groupr  Interested  In  the 
country's  progress. 

Here.  thm.  Is  an  opportunity  lor  the  Do- 
minion Government  to  show  by  positive 
leadership  Its  faith  in  the  nation’s  future. 
If  in  the  year  soon  to  begin  the  foundations 
of  a through  Canadian  Highway  can  be 
laid,  future  generations  may  look  back  on 
1949  as  a year  in  Canadian  history  ranking 
with  that  of  1881,  when  work  began  on  the 
first  transcontinental  railway.  It  Is  an  en- 
trancing prospect. 


Song  Touches  the  Instinct  of  Good  Will 


Radio  singing  commercials  have  been 
the  butt  of  many  a Joke,  but  the  tech- 
nique behind  their  use  Is  not  to  be  de- 
spised. They  put  their  messages  over. 
■That  will  be  the  teat  that  matters  with 
United  Nations  officials  who  plan  to  copy 
the  Idea.  Spot  announcements  have  been 
recorded  and  sent  to  broadcasting  stations 
in  various  countries.  Melodious  repetition 
may  thus  help  to  spread  the  virtues  in-* 
herent  In  any  world  body  that  aims  for 
peace. 

Certainly  no  fault  can  be  found  with  the 
Intent  of  a ballad  that  seeks  to  create  amity, 
even  if  sung  a trifle  off  key.  "I  Want  to 
Live  In  a Friendly  World."  If  adopted  as  a 
chorus  by  all  signatories  to  the  Charter, 
and  sung  with  gusto,  might  accomplish 
more  than  weeks  of  interminable  argximent 


and  discussion.  "Round-the-World  Polka" 
would  have  much  to  recommend  It  If  dele- 
gates danced  to  Its  strains  with  Joy  rather 
than  debated  with  gloomy  faces.. 

Among  peoples  at  large,  also,  these  United 
Nations  singing  slogans  conceivably  could 
engender  a common  .aspiration,  as  well  as 
unify  a reminder  that  In  the  world  organi- 
zations rests  man's  chief  hope  for  enduring 
peace  if  he  will  only  see  it  that  way.  It  I4 
appropriate  that  the  Idea  should  blossom  at 
this  particular  season  of  the  year  when  song 
as  a medium  touches  the  Instlnpt  of  good 
will.  The  myrikd  tongues  that  bespeak  the 
member  states  of  the  United  Nations  create 
a Babel  not  easily  dispelled,  but  the  singing 
technique  might  aid  In  l*ep1aclng  discord 
with  harmony  through  the  universal  lan- 
guage of  music. 


Cabinet  Should  Unscramble  Margarine  Tangle 


Bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
public  expects  action,  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  should  take  Immediate  steps 
to  resolve  the  tangle  of  legal  difficulties 
Into  which  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
margarine  has  fallen.  If  the  forgotten 
provincial  Dairy  Act  of  1935  repeated  a 
clause  In  the  Dominion  Dairy  Industries 
Act  banning  margarine  It  was  relying  on 
law  which  the  Supreme  Court  now  says  was 


Invalid,  because  the  Dominion  had  no  right 
to  legislate  on  the  matter.  Whether  the 
Cabinet  need  wait  until  thr  Legislature 
meets  In  the  new  year,  or  can  unravel  the 
tangle  now  by  order  in  council  urider  the 
waiving  clause  In  the  British  Columbia 
statute  remains  to  be  seen.  The  Govern- 
ment, however,  Ehould  make  Its  Intention 
clear  now.  because  these  legal  obstacles  aH 
creating  confusion  and  also  suspicion  in  the 
mind  of  the  public,  which  wants  margarine.

I RESPITE  the  denials,  all  the  signs 
A— ' point  to  a rocky  time  lor  the 
Coalition  In  the  next  few  months. 
The  revolt  In  the  Uberal  party  U con- 
fined to  the  Young  Liberal  Ansoclatlon 

This  was  made  ctear  at  the  executive 
meeting  of  the  party  in  Vancouver  last 
week,  partly  by  the  resolutions  passed, 
more  so  by  the  talk  In  the  corridors 
and  hotel  room* 

On  the  record,  the  delegates  asked 
for  Government  action  on  a system  of 
alternative  voting  and  demanded  a 
fuU-scale  convention  before  any  elec- 
tion, presumably  meaning  either  Fed- 
eral or  provincial.  Privately,  some 
delegates  acknowledged  them  two 
measures  were  designed  to  prepare  for 
a possible  break  in  the  Coalition,  al- 
though the  final  decision  would  rest 
with  a full  party  convention. 

• « • • « 

To  the  rebels.  Coalition  represents 
an  uneasy  compromise  which  won  a 
battle  but  wUl  lose  the  war.  Their 
revolt  U against  what  they  consider 
Is  the  "grey-heads  policy  of  expediency 
and  timidity  which  Is  causing  decay  of 
party  organlssuon  and  enthusiasm 
and  which  wUl  eventually  result  in 
victory  for  the  C.C.F. 

Coalition,  they  reason.  Is  placing 
both  parties  In  a week-kneed  defensive 
position— and  especially  the  Liberals. 
Neither  party  can  present  a positive 
program.  Both  are  limited  to  a rear- 
guard defence  of  the  Government  and 
a few  feeble  thrusts  against  the  dan- 
gers of  Socialism. 

These  are  regarded  as  atutudes  of 
defeat  and  appeasement  In  a political 
altuation  calling  for  all-out  attack. 

The  claim  is  that  the  C.C.F.  hai 
been  reaping  a harveat  of  votes  from 


Liberal  difficulties  in  this  respect,  that 
tAvy  have  been  smart  enough  to  aoft- 
pedal  Socialism  and  talk  as  if  they 
were  th*  only  party  interested  in 
public  welfare,  reform  and  economic 
security. 

This  ts  parUeularly  resented  by  Ub- 
eraU  who  like  to  UUnk  their  party 
treads  the  middle  path  of  social  reform 
and  economic  security  for  all  the 
people,  while  retaining  free  democracy 
as  against  the  oompulslons  of  state 
Socialism. 

Association  with  the  Conservatives. 
Uicy  contend,  and  especially  with  the 
dominating  flgart  of  Mr.  Anscomb, 
tan  them,  tn  the  pubUe  mind,  with  the 
brush  of  **blg  business.'' 

Net  rasulL  the  liberals  say,  Is  that 
they  are  losing  many  liberals  and 
moet  of  the  rising  generation  to  the 
C.CF. 

Break-up  of  tbs  CoaUtloo.  they 
argiS^ould  result  tn  a restirgence^f 
fighting  spirit.  A good  scrappy  con- 
test would  kindle  the  Interest  of  stey- 
at-homes  at  election  time.  Combined 
effect  would  be  more  votes  for  Liberals 
—some  from  the  C.C  J*.  and  a lot  from 
"solid  seiulbic  citizens"  who  don't 
bother  to  vote  now  because  they  think 
the  CoalUlon  Is  safe  against  the  00- 
slaughts  of  Socialism. 

The  belief  Is  that  under  a system  bl 
casting  alternaUvc  vote*  a revived 
Liberal  party  could  win  all  aecond 
•holce  votes  from  the  ConaervaUves.

"Glory  to  God  in  the  Highest, 
on  earth  peace  and  good  will  towards 
men."  the  song  of  the  angels  at  ths 
birth  of  Christ,  was  the  world's  first 
Christmas  carol.  A manuscript  tn  ths 
British  Museum  eonialns  an  ancient 
Anglo-Norman  carol  with  the  follow- 
ing  chorus:  "Hall,  Father  Christmas, 
hall  to  thee.  Honored  ever  shall  ihnu 
be.  All  the  sweets  that  love  bestows, 
endless  pleasures,  wall  on  those  who 
Uke  vassal*-  brave  and  true  give  to 
Christmas  homage  due."  Another 
treasured  rcUc  contains  a carol  to 
boUy,  reading.

Musicians  who 
played  and  sang  carols  by  night  were 
called  waits  In  early  days  thsy  were 
minstrels  attached  to  the  King's 
court  aho  also  sounded  the  watch  at 
night  and  paraded  through  the  streets 
In  Winter  to  frighten  away  thieves.

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Coco-de-Mer:  World’s  Biggest  Fruit 


By  H.  a BINNY 


TH£  PorUigucAc  explorers  of  the  Slx> 
teenth  Century  spoke  of  the  “Seven 
Sisters."  This  they  did  when  they 
returned  to  home  ports  from  voyages 
acroM  the  distant  Indian  Ocean  and  past 
the  east  coast  of  the  Dark  ConUnent.  The 
"Seven^Slsters'  are  known. now  as  the 
'‘Seychelles  Islands " and  the  family  has 
been  swelled  by  discovery  to  one  hundred 
and  one.  They  lie  miles  east  and  a 
UtUe  north  of  Zanzibar  and  '600  miles 
northeast  of  Cape  Amber,  the  northern - 
most  Up  of  Madagascar.  To  be  qole  specific, 
they  occupy  a diminutive  space  irtthln  the 
area  bounded  by  longtltudea  S.SO  and  E.60 
latitude  6.10  and  the  Equator. 

Th^;  Seycheilea  Islands  were  colonised 
by  the  Preach  in  1743,  captured  by  the 
British  In  1794  and  ceded  to  the  con- 
queror 20  years  later.  To  this  extent  only 
have  they  tilsUirbed  the  histories  of  the 
greater  nations;  their  influence  on  world 
progress  has  been  quite  Imlted. 

TURTLES  AND  TREC6 
Probably  the  most  noteworthy  assets 
of  the  Seychelles  are  large  and  venerable 
tortoises  und  the  "Coco-de<k4er''  palms. 
One  ul  Uie  former,  known  to  be  360  years 
old  and  a rival  of  the  famous  specimen 
fromJhe  Oalpagos  Islands,  achieved  quite 
a full  measure  of  fame  at  the  Louisiana 
purchase  Ex^Hiaitlon  In  1904.  The  "Coco- 
de-Mer'  Is.  however,  itlU  more  remarkable. 

The  Palm  Family,  “Palmae,"  “Palma- 
ceae"  or.  very  occasionally  "Prlnclpee,’* 
has  up  to  3,000  members  and,  next  to  the 
“Orassas"  is  reported  to  be  the  most  use- 
ful to  humanity.  The  notched  “palm-eUck* 
was  the  Ancient  Egyptians  first  chrono- 
meter; the  coconut  Is  practically  unique 
In  the  number  and  variety  of  lU  contn- 
butions  tq  animal  welfare;  deeert  palms 
are  like  patches  of  Paradise  to  the  lonely 
caravan.  They  vary  widely  ta  sIm  aU  the 
way  from  the  lofty  “Royal  Palms"  to  the 
stubby  “Dwarf  Palmettos."  They  vary 
also  In  appearance,  being  largely  columnar 
although  there  are  dellqueacent  speclee 
such  asMhe  “Doum  Palm."  others  with 
glatU,  feathery  leaves  rising  almost  from 
Ute  ground  like  the  “Nlpa  Palm"  and  a* 
third  category  similar  to  the  “Rattan" 
with  winding,  creeping  stems  nearly  600 
feet  lung. 

lUS  LONG  LIFE 

The  “Coco-de-Mer”  Is  of  the  excurreot 
type  with  a lung,  slender  bole  surmounted 
by  a tuft  of  leaves.  At  the  base  the  pro- 
tective sheaths  of  the  roots  fuse  Into  a 
bard,  solid  shield  which  may  attain  a 
diameter  of  two  and  a half  feet  and  a 
depth  of  ten  Inches.  The  tissue  Is  seJer- 
enchymaloua  and  Is  so  durable  that  It 
persists  hundrt*da  of  yca^  after  the  palm 
Itself  has  died  and  decayed. 

All  this  Is  vastly  Interesting— partlcu-^ 
larly  the  word  “3clerenchymatous“— but 
the  unique  feature  of  the  “Coco-de-Mer" 
occurs  at  the  other  end  of  the  tree. 

ThLs  Is  the  fruit  It  Is  the  biggest  known 
Iruli  In  the  world.  Of  a large  number 
weighed;  the  average  was  35  ponwds  but  a | 
multiple  specimen,  composed  of  three 
outs,  achieved  the  wondrous  weight  when 
ripe,  ut  99.2  pounds.  Had  this  ponderous 
Cructlflcatlon  taken  the  place  of  the 
“Woolthorpe  Apple."  Sir  Isaac  Newtpn 
might  well  have  discovered  something 
more  in  the  nature  of  concussion  than 
gravity. 

An  average  length  for  one  of  these 
nnique  appendages  Is  11  inches,  with  a 
circumference  .vomewhat  over  double  that 
figure. 

PLRIOD  OP  GROWTH 
The  production  and  maturation  of  thes« 
giants  among  nuts  Is,  apparently,  a pro- 
tracted business,  occupying  a period  of 
between  six  and  seven  years.  Maximum 
Mse.  nevertheless.  Is  attained  at  about  12 
months,  the  jud^turs  at  which  the  fruit 
Is  most  frequently  used  as  a food.  ‘Therc- 
alter,  various  hardening  processes  enswe 
and  the  soft,  edible  endosperm  assumsi 
a consistency  resembling  that  of  Ivory, 
adamantine  enough  to  defy  the  finest 
dentures.  Oddly  enough,  these  dlflerentl- 
atlons  occur  ccnliipetally;  those  of  the 
first  year,  centrifugaliy. 

Some  months  etappe  before  s Coco-de- 
Mer ' nut  germinates  and  It  remains 
attached  to  the  seedlings  for  three  yean. 
The  palm  is  dioecious  but  the  firm  belief 
among  many  naUves  of  the  SeycheUes  to 
the  effect  that  the  sex  of  the  tree  can  be 
fUrelnid  from  the  shape  of  the  nut  failed 
dismally  under  scientific  test.  Plowerlng 
oommenres  after  about  35  yean  and.  even 


then,  four  flowenng  sliuols  per  annum 
Is  a reasonable  average  production  fur  a 
single  tree. 

(MYTHS  AND  LEGENDS 

The  specific  gravity  of  the  ‘X7oco-dc 
Mer  " nut  Is  about  1.2  and  that  of  tea  water 
about  1.028.  Plainly,  therefore.  Uie  nut 
sri^d  sink  but.  when  the  endospqrm 
eithei-decays  or  Is  used  up  In  germination, 
the  weight  of  the  nut  Is  much  reduced  and 
It  floats.  In  fact,  the  mighty  iheUs  were 
floating  on  the  Indian  Ocean  long  before 
the  discovery  of  their  native  home  and 
some,  Indeed,  bobbed  gently  over  the 
equatorial  waves  clear  across  to  the  Mald- 
ive  Islands  and  even  to  the  southern  shorws 
of  India.  Nobody  knew  whence  they  came 
but  quite  a few  were  prepared  to  guess.  . 

Apparently,  the  most  favored  hypo- 
thesis gave  the  nut  a submarine  origin 
and.  oo  this  basis,  a great  variety  of 
myths,  legends  and  supersUUons  gathered 
about  it.  Somewhere,  somewhere  In  the 
unknown  depths  and  parts  of  the  ocean, 
the  parent  tree  flourished  and  even  pro- 
jected Its  crown  above  the  water.  This 
was  the  sanctuary  of  a glganUe  bird, 
likely  enough  of  the  "roc"  persuaslonn 
which  devoured  uulortunate  mariners 
attracted  to  its  haunts,  in  eonsequanee  of 
all  this  hocus-pocus,  the  "Coco-de-Mer." 
which  simply  means  “sea-coconut.*  was 
regarded  as  stroM  medicine,  a powerful 
talisman,  a sovereign  remedy  against  all 
poisons  and  an  aphrodisiac  quite  without 
peer.  Such  an  astounding  reputation 
traveled  fast  and  traveled  far  and  Rudolf 
I,  founder  of  the  Rapsburgs  <1218-1391) 
paid  no  lass  than  4.000  gold  florins  for  a 
single  specimen.  This  was,  doubtleu,  ex- 
cellent value  In  lU  dsy  but  the  market 
was  sharply  and  permanently  depressed 
la  the  late  Seventeenth  Century  when 
MeeHeurs  Duchemin  and  Brayer  du  Barre 
dumped  a shipload  of  the  nuts  on  the 
Indian  market.  As  already  related,  the 
French  had  colonised  the  Seychelles  In 
1743,  though  the  "Ceco-de-Mef"  was  dis- 
covered and  described  a year  earlier.  The 
nutshells  are  still  utilised  as  waterbotUes, 
plates,  fruit  bowls  and  so  forth,  and  there 
Is  probably  not  a "pirogue"  around  the 
Island  of  Praslln  without  one  of  them 
doing  doty  in  the  baling  Interest.  But 
the  exciting  air  of  mystery  is  gone  and  the

peculiar  qualities  once  credited  to  the 
empty  shells  arc  shorn  away.  Imagination 
falls  before  knowledge. 

And  even  the  pelms  themselves  are 
many  lass  than  they  once  were.  Doubt- 
less careful  conservation  and  propagation 
wUl  prevent  their  total  exUnction  but  the 
Vallee  de  Mai  and  the  Ansc  Marie  Louise 
VaUey  on  the  SeycheUes  Island  of  Praslln 
are  the  only  remalnly  localities  where 
they  yet  grow  in  the  primlCve  condition. 

There  is  clear  evidence  that  they  were 
once  far  more  widespread.  Any  news  of 
their  protection  and  cultivation  Is  good 
news  fbr,  although  their  uses  may  not  be 
many  or  Important,  their  story  Is  vastly 
entertaining  and  they  are.  without  any 
argument,  unique  In  at  least  one  respect. 


Vary  many  ypars  ago.  my  dear  Bailv, 
a oertaln  man  was  bom  In  England  who 
is  ttid  to  have  exerted  a very  constdertble 
Influence  on  the  way  wt  celebrate  Christ- 
mas. He  was  not  an  ftnplre-buUder  nor 
yet  a captain  of  Industry  or.  as  we  should 
doubtless  my  today,  a business  tycoon 

His  name  was  Wlnfrld  of  Crediton  and 
he  was  mads  a Saint  and  took  the  name 
of  6L  Boniface. 

St.  Boniface  did  not  slay  at  home  and 
become  the  Vicar  of  Wobbiy-under-Wold 
or  Hobhiing-on -Crutch,  though  such  in- 
cumbendee  were  doubtless  held  by  very 
worthy  men.  Be  decided— or  else  It  was 
decided  for  him  l|y  the  Bishop— that  therr 
were  gStogether  too  bany  heathens  in 
Europ*  and  thither  he  was  duly  sent  to  see 
what  be  oould  do  about  It. 


Early  In  the  Eighth  Century  we  find 
the  good  Saint  In  Otrmany.  Moreover,  It 
le  ChrtetBvae  Eve;  amybe,  WintrM  of 
Credilon't  first  Christmas  Eve  away  from 
'his  pleasant  home  in  England  I think. 
Sally,  be  would  likely  have  been  remem- 
bering Chrlstmasma,  white  or  otherwise, 
pernert  in  far  more  favorable  clreum- 
stancee  and  surroundings  but.  being  a 
Saint  and  not,  therefore,  concerned  very 
much  with  his  own  troubles,  he  would 
be  considering  sUU  more  the  misfortunes 
of  the  people  be  was  now  with. 

Probably,  our  pleamnt  custom  of  giving 
preeents  was  ooi,  at  that  early  time,  la 
vogue,  n may  have  been  started  because 
the  originator  of  it,  St  Nicholas  of  Lycla, 
lived  four  centuries  earlier  stUl.  It  Is 
certain,  however,  that  our.  rather  less 
pleasant  custom  of  hurriedly  exchanging 
our  gifts  at  the  store  was  not  thought  of 
and  we  may  be  sure  that  this  tempering 
of  gratitude  with  erlUcisn  would  not  have 
occurred  to  St  Boniface.

ENGINEERING  WONDER 

The  station  U one  of  the  gateways  to  an 
engineering  wonder  In  which  even  Lon- 
doners take  a modest  pride— a new  “TSbe" 
subway  driven  for  nearly  29  miles  east  and 
west  of  London  Unking  up  with  the  orig- 
inal 33  miles  of  tunnel  in  the  city  (entre.

It  was  Impoailble  to  move  the  box  or  divert 
the  tuaoeL  A special  soU  • solidifying 
Uquid  consisting  of  sodium  sillcsts  and 
CAklurn  chloride,  was  pumped  Into  the 
mod  aqd  the  tunnel  Aajiwgiy  driven 
through  as  It  hardened. 

ENORMOUS  COST 

In  aB.  the  tuneUlng  coat  5I8.6S5BM  and. 
Involved  a labor  force  of  3JM  o*en,  often 
werkinf  underground  under  the  constant 
risk  of  Inundatkm  and  collapse.  At  the 
wettest  sector.  Immediately  under  the 
River  Lea,  rafts  were  laid  across  the 
stream  and  the  chemical  cement  pumped 
through  plpee  Into  the  river  bed.  Mean- 
while, only  seven  feet  below,  the  engineers 
drove  a pilot  tunnel  under  the  river  and 
applied  Um  sou  banlenlng  Injections  from 
below. 

The  leaky  marshland  solidified  Into  s 
concrete-hard  canopy  capable  of  with- 
standing a pressure  of  400  pounds  to  the 
Inch.  At  the  some  time  two  mighty  bar- 
rier! of  cempreaeed  oJr  kept  out  water 
seepage  from  the  sides,  and  two  Indepen- 
dent rompreaslng  plants  were  used  to 


avoid  any  drop  in  the  pressure  In  event 
of  a breakdown. 

At  one  point  the  tunnels  were  forced 
through  merely  by  compressed  sir  acting 
agklnst  the  water  until  the  concrete  foun- 
dations of  the  tunnels  could  be  laid  and 
the  surrounding  soil  hardened.  In  ail. 
335,000  tons  of  mushy  soil  were  excavated 
In  the  first  five  miles.  Borne  of  It  was 
loaded  oo  barges  and  dumped  far  out  in 
the  Thames  estuary,  but  300,000  tons  had 
to  be  carried  by  road  to  disposal  dumps 
30  and  30  mllee  outside  London. 

The  entire  new  railroad  has  meant 
shirting  on  area  of  aoll  equipment  to  a slab 
of  one  square  mile  90  feet  thick. 

Unlike  some  of  the  tunnels  of  London's 
underground  railroad  system,  which  delve 
up  to  200  feet  below  the  surface,  the  new 


commuter’s  tunnels  art  never  very  deep. 
At  one  point,  near  MUe  End.  a tunnel  bad 
to  be  driven  barely  nine  feet  under  the 
strongroom  of  a bank.  The  sUghteit  sub- 
sidence would  ha?e  Jammed  the  door  of 
the  safe.  But  the  engineers  eoUdlfled  and 
bolstered  the  soli  so  successfully  that  the 
bonk  maintained  business  ss  usual. 

IN  BUST  SECTIONS 

Again,  a station  had  to  be  excavated 
only  eight  feet  under  a road,  one  of  the 
busiest  In  London,  which  couldn't  be  token 
up  because  of  the  long-term  disturbance 
to  troinc. 

Deep  beneath  the  streets  sopie  of  the 
modernised  new  stations  have  shope  and 
restaarants.  Boon  over  900  trains  a day 
will  be  running  at  two-mlnute  intervals, 
carrying  190,000.000  passeogerf  a year,  and 
London  wlU  have  a total  900  rallaa  of 
subway.

Dicing  for  Maid’s  Money 


Dicing  for  money  la  not  now  a popu- 
lar pastime  Ira  Great  Britain,  al- 
though In  Umea  past  great  fortunes 
changed  hands  by  this  means  Such  an 
event  taking  place  with  the  pennUslon  of 
the  mayor  and  magistrates  of  an  ancient 
borough  Is  even  more  unusual.  Bui  at 
Guildford.  Surrey,  each  year  at  the  end  of 
January,  these  dignitaries  encourage  two 
servant  maids  to  throw  dice  for  an  amount 
of  about  12  pounds. 

In  a will  dated  January  27.  1674,  a Mr. 
John  How  left  £400  (now  increased  to 
about  £480>  to  be  invested,  the  Interest  of 
which  was  to  be  distributed  according  to 
bis  instructions.  Two  servant  maids,  who 
• reside  in  the  old  borough  of  the  town,  and 
who  have  faithfully  served  for  two  years, 
are  chosen  by  the  mayor  and  magistrates 
of 'Guildford.  Before  the  trustees  they 


throw  dice  or  cast  lots,  and  “the  maid 
which  throweth  most  on  the  said  dice  at 
one  throw"  receives  the  money.  A nom- 
inal deduction  U made  towards  the  sti- 
pend of  the  clerk  who  manages  the  char- 
ity. Generally  the  loser  Is  retained  as  a 
candidate  for  the  next  year 
Probably  encouraged  by  the  will  of  Jolm 
How.  another  charity  was  founded  by 
John  Parson  nearly  20  years  later.  He  left 
a sum  of  £600.  the  Interest  each  year  to  be 
given  to  “a  poor  young  man,  who  has 
served  an  apprenticeship  of  seven  years  In 
the  same  town"  of  Guildford,  to  the  end 
that  “he  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  set 
up  his  trade  In  the  said  town  or  liberties 
thereof."  A stipulation  wa.'i  included  that 
he  must  swear  before  a magi’ll  ratp  that  he 
«us  not.  at  ths  time,  worth  20  pounds

Janowtkl,  a graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  Cincinnati,  was  awarded 
a master  of  science  degree  at  Cincinnati 
last  year  for  (he  plans  he  drafted  for  the 
betatron  For  making  Improvements  he 
will  receive  a doctor  of  science  degree 
next  year.

MATERIAL  DONATED 

Back  In  school,  the  young  scientist  be- 
gan gathering  the  part*  for  a betatron.  A 
Cincinnati  firm  donated  three  tons  of 
magnetic  Iron  for  the  tmlU  TIm  con- 
denser unit  came  from  war  surplus,  at 
were  400  poxmds  of  copper.  The  Univer- 
sity of  tUlnols  supplied  the  main  vacuum 
tuba,  or  “donut"  as  it  is  known.  It  It 
around  the  “donut"  that  the  particles  of 
the  atom  arc  accelerated  at  great  speed. 

The  betatron  is  expected  to  be  In  oper- 
atkm  by  January.  When  research  with 
the  machine  beg^  under  Dr.  SneUer,  who

How  Our  Christmas  Games  Began

I HAVE  just  been  hunting  the  origin  of 
our  Winter  games,  draughts  and  domi- 
noes and  the  familiar  tried  friends  of 
the  fireside.  HaVe  you  ever  wondered  who 
Invented  them,  or  how  such  pastimes  be- 
gan? The  trail  led  me  Into  some  queer 
commercial  comers,  and  Into  Ubrarlet 
where  learned  savants  discuss  folklore 
and  Freud  and  primitive  man. 

Yes,  some  games  are  as  old  as  the  human 
race.  Herodotus,  historian  of  ancient 
Greece,  relates  that  the  classic  Lydians, 
during  a period  of  famine.  Invented  dice 
and  all  other  games  except  chess,  but  an- 
thropologists roundly  swear  that  the  game 
of  odd-and-even,  played  with  pebbles, 
dates  back  to  the  dawn  of  anthropoid  In- 
telligence. Dice,  In  fact,  date  back  to 
Eve 

At  all  events,  dice  were  used  through- 
out, the  andent  Orient.  Dotted  bone 
cubes  have  been  found  In  3.000-year -old 
tombs  In  Egypt  and  India.  Dice  games— 
makes  and  ladles,  as  ^t  may  have  been 
called  then— were  an  accompaniment  to 
drinking  banquets  In  ancient  Greece. 
The  English-speaking  race  inherited  a 
passion  for  dice  from  the  Romans.  The 
Emperor  Venis  sat  up  ail  night,  dicing. 
Claudius  wrote  a book  on  the  game,  Com- 
modus  had  R>eclal  dice  rooms  set  aside

There  were  schools  of  dicing  In  the  sge 
of  chivalry,  even  guilds  of  dlcert.  It  to 
on  record  thst  the  Germans  were  so  fond 
of  a throw  that,  having  lost  everything, 
they  used  to  stake  their  personal  llbtrty. 
“Double  Pm  your  slava— or  quite!"  In 
other  words.  And  history  repeats  Itself. 

AU  games  with  more  than  one  "die.  dke 
or  disc"  were  forbidden  by  law  In  England 
In  the  reign  of  George  XL  Since  the  ruling 
has  never  been  repealed.  strleUy  speaking 
Ittdo.  draughts  and  ttddiy-wlnks  are  sUU 
illegal! 

Draughts,  too,  are  alternatively  suppoeed 
to  have  been  Invented  to  lull  the  boredom 
of  the  eelge  of  Troy,  but  a stmllai  game 
was  known  to  the  BgypOane  and  pleece 
have  been  found  In  the  mine  of  1.600  B.C 
In  the  British  Museum  are  Queen  Bat- 
Shepea's  board  and  come  of  ber  chessmen 
The  Noriemen  knew  the  game  and  Tor- 
OMmada,  peetnmibly  ketwim  the  tortwee 


of  the  Spanish  Inquisition,  wrote  s his- 
tory of  chess. 

That  was  in  1547.  Other  Spanish  cheu- 
books  followed  In  1650  and  1684.  Polish 
draughts  — the  modern  form  — spread 
through  Europe  in  1738,  but  Insular  Eng- 
land had  to  wait  for  the  first  Instructions 
book  tlU  1800.

Dominoes— so-called  from  the  resem- 


blance of  the  black  backs  to  a domino 
mask— were  unknown  till  200  years  ago 
and  spread  from  Italy.  Halcria,  from  a 
Greek  word  meaning  “hop",  came  from 
Turkey.  Lotto  Is  originally  Sicilian.  LUte 
most  games,  they  started  in  a small  way. 
first  privately  plajred  by  one  famJy  and 
then  by  neighbors  till  they  became  a 
spreading  craze.

Chinese  Checkers.  They're  not  Chinese 
snd  they’re  not  really  checkers.  The 
excavations  of  Chanhu-daro,  In  India,  have 
supplied  marbles  six  thousand  years  old. 
Today  Berry  Pink's  marbles  manufactur- 
ing corporation  In  New  York  turns  out 
half-a-bllllon  marbles  a year.  Some  be- 
come highway  markers,  but  many  go  Into 
games.  And  the  games  line  was  becoming 
rather  slack  when  a friend  of  Mr  Pink's. 
Samuel  Rosher,  Invented  Chinese 
Checkers,  possibly  by  Chanhu-daro  out  of 
Halma.

Every  day  20,000,000  meteors  smash 
their  way  Into  the  world's  atmos- 
phere. potentially  more  dangerous 
than  atom  bomba,  yet  nobody  ever  bothers 
to  build  a meteor  shelter.  Millions  of  these 
vlsitort  from  outer  space  dissipate  Into 
fine  dust  as  soon  as  they  enter  our  upper 
crust  of  sky.  Thousands  more  hurtle 
harmlessly  Into  the  sea 
Bometlmes,  at  this  time  of  year,  motor- 
ists and  farming  folk  say  meteors  have 
missed  them  by  a few  feet.  Scientists  usu- 
ally smile  at  these  stories.  On  most  oeca- 
slont  when  people  feel  they  have  had  nar- 
row escapes  they  are  hundreds  of  miles 
out  in  their  estimate  of  the  meteor's  poto- 
tton. 

Yet  ai  the  UtUe  vUlage  of  Beclsby,  near 
Grimsby,  not  long  ago.  a meteorlSe  the 
slae  of  a football,  stunned  two  mao. 
scorched  the  face  of  another,  twisted  a 
weather-vane,  and  tore  up  a pathway  be- 
fore it  burled  Mself  appropriately  In  the 
village  churchyard. 

PERILOUS  MOMENT 
Dr.  Itorry  Holden’s  recent  adventurous 
expedition  into  the  wilds  of  British  Gui- 
ana. too,  had  a perilous  monaent  when  a 
meteor  of  terrific  stos  mowed  a path  SO 
mites  long  through  the  jungle.  Convinced 
of  the  anger  of  the  gods,  the  native  bear- 
ers flung  down  their  loads  snd  refueed  any 
lonier  to  help  the  white  men  Intruders. 

Equally  convinced  of  the  supertoOty  oi 
man.  Dr.  Uoidm  ealmlg  wteateesed  a gra- 


phic running  commentary  of  the  terror  in 
the  jungle,  and  his  story  was  relayed 
throughout  the  world. 

Even  a mediocre  meteor  Is  valuable  u> 
museums.  Borne  meteors,  rich  In  mineral 
content,  are  worth  110  a ton.  Burled  1.400 
feet  below  the  ground  at'  Canyon  Diablo. 
In  Mexico,  to  a meteorite  three  miles  round 
containing  fl  per  cent  pure  iron,  plus 
nickel,  platinum  and  Iridium. 

A company  took  a M-year  drllltng  lease 
and  then  found  that  the  meteor  mineral 
rock  turned  the  edge  of  the  toughened 
steel  drlU.  And  there  the  meteor  still  Uet. 
a fortune  within  the  grasp  of  man  but 
defying  his  attempts  to  mine  U. 

HIDDEN  DIAMONDS 
Other  meteorites  have  yielded  diamonds 
and  quantities  of  carbon.  A few  years  ago 
prospectors  in  the  Central  Australian 
Dssert  discovered  a meteor  field.  Kd  less 
than  1$  craters  bad  been  blasted  out  by 
the  meteorites  and  fragments  of  these 
sky-sbclU  dotted  around  were  found  to  be 
pure  nickel  and  Iron. 

Dangerous?  One  meteorite  fell  a year 
or  two  ago  In  Cumberland  and  bored  an 
el^t-lneh  hole  Into  the  earth  outside  a 
vtUage  store.  Another  caused  a mlnlaturs 
Udal  wave  on  the  IhMToU  Broads.  Oteam- 
Ing  with  fierce  tncandeeccnee,  meteorltee 
have  set  ftru  to  British  wheat  fielda, 
■cooped  up  the  sand  at  ths  seashore  aikd 
knocked  slatee  frun  roofa 
True,  the  meteor  danger  to  sttm.  The 
globe  has  oftore  sea  than  land,  more  unin- 
habited than  Inhabited  spaeea  and  the 
ehaneee  of  man  and  meteor  meeting  ere 


Bpacaking  of  Halma,  another  American. 
George  Monks  of  Boston.  Mass.,  claims  to 
have  Invented  this  in  1863.  though  a simi- 
lar game  was  played  in  Palermo.  A mild 
Victorian  lady  Is  suppoeed  to  have  In- 
vented Uddty-winks.  But  a tlddly-wlnk 
used  to  be  an  unlicensed  beerhouse 
from  which  the  game  took  Its  name  In  the 
eighteenth  century. 

The  Athenians,  besides  having  cowhide 
draughts  rooms,  used  to  throw  what  was 
left  In  their  wine  cups  Into  a metal  basin. 
The  success  of  the  throw,  judged  by  the 
sound  of  the  wine  falling,  was  reckoned 
a divination  of  success  In  love.  And  whet 
could  be  mors  UddJy? 

Or  take  Lexicon.  Word  games  are  as  old 
as  language.  But  the  game  was  Invented 
by  David  Whltelaw,  author  oi  forty  crime 
novels.  He  thought  It  up  la  an  hour  er 
two  and,  to  date,  be  has  derived  more 
royaltlea  from  the  game  than  any  beet 
seller. 

He  has  tnvsnted  two  other  games — al- 
pha-cubes and  cross-sums  -but  they  have 
never  been  as  successful  as  Lexicoo

Science  Discovers  Process 
To  Salvage  Coal  and  Ores 


V^JRW  YORK —Mining  engineers  are 
taking  a tip  theee  das^s  from  the 
old-time  gold  prospector  in  the  art 
M reaculng  valuable  ores  or  coal  from 
srorthleas  material. 

The  modem  technique  ia  known  aa  tha 
*alnk-noat''  method,  John  T.  Sherman, 
mining  engineer  of  the  American  Cyana- 
mld  Co.,  told  the  American  Society  of  Me- 
chanical Ingineert. 

It  utilizes  the  force  of  gravity  to  aepar- 
ate  valuable  from  the  worthless  materials 
and  IS  Mmllar  to  the  method  used  by  the 
gold  miner's  pan.  the  tlolee  boa.  fog  and 
the  shaking  table  to  acpaiate  heavy  eon- 
alltuenta  of  an  ore  or  raw  eoai  from  the 
tight 

"Slnb-float  proeeseee.  highly  efficient  In 
eeparaUng  eoareely -crushed  solkls  on  the 
bMlj  of  apectflc  g^vity  dlffereneee.  have 
developed  raptdly  during  the  past  few 
years  and  today  are  treating  millions  of 
tons  of  oree  and  eoal  each  year,”  Sherman 
told  the  meeting. 

*Tbt  two  larfcat  eoal  cleaning  pianU  tn 
the  world,  now  under  construe  tion.  will 
employ  sink-float  methods  and  the  use 
•f  theae  procaaaaa  wlU  eooUnuc  to  expand 
Mtarply  In  the  future.” 

Through  the  proceaa.  the  Aoterlcan  poo- 
pla  wHI  have  a more  abundant  fuel  supply 
Si  that  mllUona  of  tons  of  coal  may  be  sal- 
■■fad  from  apparently  worthlaas  ground, 
atkotuta  have  polntad  out. 


”Although  many  ores  cannot  be  treated 
by  sink-float  methods,  practically  every 
eoai  can  be  cleaned  by  one  or  more  of 
these  processes”  Sherman  said.  'This 
fact  becemes  inereaalnily  important  as 
the  better  seams  of  coal  are  exhausted 
and  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  lower 
grade  coals  more  difficult  to  clean.” 

USE  sFECinc  ORAVrnr 
In  a sink-float  plant,  the  coal  contain- 
ing other  undaalrmblc  oraa  ia  run  through 
a aarlaa  of  troughs  or  vata  contaiiUng  a 
liquid  having  a spcolfle  gravity  tha  same 
aa  tha  gravi^  at  which  separation  la  de- 
sired. > 

"When  ora  or  eoal  partlciaa  ara  intro- 
duced Into  each  a liquid,  thoae  having  a 
spaclfle  gravity  higher  than  that  of  ttM 
liquid  wUl  sink,  while  those  that  are 
lighter  than  the  liquid  wUl  float.”  Sher- 
man explained. 

One  of  the  obataelea  to  the  technique,  be 
said,  la  tha  lack  of  cheap  liquids  having 
the  dealred  specific  gravity.  However,  the 
•elentista  have  overcome  the  obstacle  to  a 
certain  degree  by  mixing  a &ne.  heavy 
eoUd  with  water. 

“While  the  fine  parUeiee  are  in  suspen- 
sion. the  mixture,  known  aa  a medium, 
has  fi  gravity  higher  than  water  and  oan

London.  — Pakistan,  as  other  mem- 
bers of  the  British  Commonwealth 
have  done  in  the  past,  has  applied 
to  King  Oeorge  VI  for  a coat  of  arms.

’The  Heralds'  College,  or  College  of  Arms 
as  it  Is  also  called,  is  one  of  Britain’s  old- 
est Institutions.  It  specialUes  In  genea- 
logical and  heraldic  work  and  owns  what 
are  probably  the  finmt  records  on  theee 
subjects  In  the  world.  It  U,  in  fact,  the 
depository  of  the  arma  and  pedigrees  of 
Bn^ifh,  Walsh.  Irish  and  other  Common- 
wealth families.  Scotland  has  its  own  de- 
partment called  the  Court  of  the  Lord 
Lyon. 

At  the  head  of  the  collage  la  the  Karl 
Marshal,  an  office  that  is  always  held  by 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk  aa  a hereditary  right. 
Thirteen  officer^  work  under  him  whoee 
names  are  survivals  of  bygone  days.  They 
comprise  three  Kings  of  Arms.  Six  Heralds 
and  Four  Pursuivants.  The  Kings  of  Arms 
are  known  as  Oarter  (Sir  Algar  Howard).* 
Clarenceux  (Sir  Arthur  Cochrane)  and 
Norroy  (Sir  Oerald  Woods  Wollaston  i.  The 
Heralds  take  the  name  of  English  terri- 
tories and  are  called  Lancaster.  Somerset. 
Chester.  York,  Richmond  and  Windsor: 
the  Pursuivants  bear  such  historic  titles 
aa  Bluemantle,  Rouge  Dragon,  Rouge  Croix 
and  PortculUi. 

RZCOIU)  OP  PEDIGREES 
To  understsmd  the  duUaa  of  theae  offl- 
ctra  In  modem  times,  it  must  be  recalled 
that  in  14S4.  King  Richard  in  of  England 
founded  *rhe  Corporation  of  Kings  Heralda 
and  PursulvanU  of  Arms.  He  did  this  in 
order  that  the  pedigrees  and  arms  of  the 
many  noblemen  and  knights  who  lived  in 
ihoM  days  should  be  recorded.  'The  knights 
who  were  concealed  by  their  armour  In 
battle  or  tournaments,  carried  shields  on 
which  their  emblems  were  painted  and  by 
these  they  could  be  identified.  From  that 
period  official  scribes  began  to  compile 
documents  of  family  histories,  and  palnt- 
ters  to  illuminate  the  vellum  on  which 
they  were  written  with  coats  of  arms.  In 
addition  to  this  maintenance  of  pedigrees, 
however,  the  Heralds  were  delegated  with 
the  responsibility  of  marshaling  all  the 
State  ceremonies,  including  the  tourna- 
ments. The  records  they  kept  of  these 
ceremonies  are  a reason  why  every  Impor- 
tant State  function  Is  carried  out  in  Brit- 
ain today  with  such  attention  to  tradi- 
tional detail. 

STATE  CEREMONIES 
Nowadays,  although  some  of  the  former 
duties  of  the  Heralds’  College  have  lapsed 
with  the  changing  of  social  fashions,  they 
have  clearly  defined  functions. 

Oarter  King  of  Arms  has  to  marshal  ail 
Slate  ceremonials  such  as  a coronation,  a 
royal  funeral,  the  opening  of  Parliament 
and  the  important  ceremony  of  the  Order 
of  the  Oarter  He  has  to  Introduce  new 
peers  to  the  House  of  Lord.s;  he  has  to 
keep  a genealogical  record  of  every  knight 
who  belongs  to  that  other  great  order  of 
chivalry  known  as  the  Order  of  St.  John 
of  Jerusalem. 

When  peace  has  been  signed  after  a war 
It  U the  duty  of  the  Heralds  to  read  the 
proclamation  In  London.  ’They  attend  the 
King  at  any  State  function.  On  these  oc- 
casions they  wear  picturesque  uniforms 
that  Indicate  their  medieval  origin.  Their 
coats  are  scarlet  and  gold,  their  breeches 
black  or  white,  as  occasion  demands,  and 
over  their  coats  they  each  have  a tabard 
or  surcoml  embroidered  magnificently  with 
the  King's  Arms.  The  tabards  of  the  Kings 
of  Arms  are  of  velvet,  thoae  of  the  Heralds 
of  satin  and  of  the  Pursuivants  of  brocade 
Kings  of  Arms  and  Heralds  also  wear  sil- 
ver collars  made  of  "SS”  signs,  a decora- 
U(m  of  doubtful  origin. 

NSW  COAT  or  ARMS

The  granting  of  arms  to  private  citixens 
In  England  and  in  the  other  Commotv 
wealth  countries  is  work  that  never  ends 
within  the  walls  of  the  Heralds’  College. 
During  the  past  five  centuries,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  tens  of  thousands  of  families 
have  been  provided  with  pedigrees.  When 
a man  applies  for  permission  to  use  arms 
already  granted  to  someone  else,  proof  has, 
to  be  established  of  his  direct  male  Una 
descent  from  the  first  owner  of  the  arms 
In  question. 

LINK  WITH  ANCESTORS 

To  realise  how  this  link  is  made  with  his 
ancestors,  you  have  to  visualise  the  library 
inside  the  deep  red  brick  building  which 
was  designed  by  the  famous  English  archi- 
tect, Sir  Christopher  Wren,  for  the  Heralds 
after  the  Great  Fire  of  London  in  1666  had 
destroyed  their  headquarters  on  the  same 
site.  Situated  in  Queen  Victoria  Street,  in 
the  shadow  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  fortu- 
nately this  fine  building  escaped  destruc- 
tion in  the  air  raids  of  the  World  War.  The 
long  bookshelves  which  line  the  walls  art 
filled  with  volumes  containing  the  pedi- 


gree records  of  centuries.  Many  of  these 
volumes  ara  known  aa  Visitation  Books. 
They  are  so  called  because  successive  Kings 
of  England  during  the  16th  to  early  18th 
centuries  directed  Clarenceux  and  Nofroy 
to  visit  the  regions  of  England  under  their 
Jurisdiction  and  compile  lists  of  those 
families  entitled  to  bear  arms.  They  went 
from  locality  to  locality  on  these  visita- 
tions. making  out  pedigrees  on  parchment 
with  arms.  DupllMtas  of  these  pedigrees 
ware  entered  into  their  own  books  and  the 
fine  work  of  the  craftsmen  who  wrote  the 
script  and  added  the  painted  Ulumlnatlons 
has  survived  the  centuries. 

GRANT  OP  ARMS 

This  custom  of  making  visUalions  con- 
tinued until  1704,  and  It  is  to  the  volumes 
which  the  Heralds  complied  during  theM 
years  that  the  officers  of  Arms  turn  to  link 
the  applicant  with  his  ancestor.  It  may 
take  months  to  complete  the  work. 

If,  however,  the  applicant  is  unable  to 
prove  his  descent  irom  a man  who  was 
entitled  to  arms,  it  will  be  necessary  f(^ 
him  to  apply  for  a Grant  of  Arms  for  him- 
self and  his  descendants.  The  grant  is 
written  on  vellum  and  at  the  top  appear 
the  Royal  Arms,  the  arms  of  the  Earl  Mar- 
shal and  thoee  of  the  College  of  Anns, 
while  in  the  top  left-hand  comer  Is  a rep- 


resentation of  the  arms  granted  to  the  ap- 
plicant. Affixed  to  the  bottom  of  the  grant 
are  the  signatures  and  the  seals  of  the 
Kings  of  Arms.  Nowadays  this  grant  ot 
arms  will  cost  him  100  guineas  inclusive 
of  stamp  duty,  etc.  If  you  look  at  a mod- 
em grant  of  arms  and  compare  it  with 
one  mads  hundreds  of  years  ago  you  will 
see  that  they  resemble  each  other  closely. 
The  writers  and  painters  are  trained  ia 
their  fine  craft  in  the  College  of  Arms. 

A circular  gallery  runs  round  the  top  of 
the  building  where  the  bookshelves  house 
some  of  Britain's  most  precious  records-- 
books  which  refer  to  public  ceremonies. 
They  act  as  guides  to  traditional  proce- 
dure. The  volumes  which,  for  example, 
refer  to  the  Coronation  of  King  Oeorge  VI 
and  Queen  Bllaabeth.  reveal  how  carefully 
every  detail  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
ceremony  has  been  recorded. 

Before  you  pass  Into  the  busy  London 
street  again,  you  go  through  the  Earl  Mar- 
shal’s Court.  The  centre  piece  is  the  Earl 
Marahal’s  Throne  where  in  former  centur- 
ies he  presided  at  trials  of  honor,  a custom 
now  discontinued.  Brilliant  colors  ius>^ 
spended  from  the  celling  gleam  and  make 
a great  contrast  with  the  rich  dark  oak 
panelling  of  the  walls  They  come  from 
the  row  of  banners  of  the  Commonweslth 
countries,  which  were  carried  In  the  Cor- 
onation Procession  In  1037. 


Can  You  Read  Fish  Scales?  By 


RAY  WORMALD 


Have  you  ever  made  a close  exam- 
ination of  a fish  seals  under  a 
magnifying  glass?  Chances  are 
you  probably  haven’t,  and  the  man  In  the 
street  would  be  quite  justified  in  claiming 
there  was  no  good  reason  why  he  should. 
But  lo  those  whose  life  work  It  is  to  Isam 
everything  possible  amout  fish  and  their 
habits  for  the  sake  of  British  Columbia's 
vast  fishing  industry,  the  study  of  fish 
Kales  has  assumed  a certain  Importanot. 

Knowledge  gained  through  such  a study 
tells  researchers  a great  deal  about  the 
fish  they  are  examining.  In  the  ease  of 
salmon,  for  instance,  ’’reading  of  the 
Kales”  provldsi  answers  as  to  the  age  of 
the  Ash.  and  an  amortment  of  other' es- 
sential facts. 

Just  the  slightest  clOM  look  at  Uie  Kale 
of  a fish  reveals  It  is  comprised  of  rings 
. . rings  that  might  easily  be  compared 
with  those  found  in  (he  growth  of  wood 
Bimllar  "age”  rings  are  to  be  found  in  the 
bones  of  some  fish.  An  example  Is  found 
In  a eroM-sectlon  of  the  earstonM  of  tbs 
halibut. 


In  the  Kale  rings,  It  Is  possible  for  the 
trained  eye  to  read  much  of  the  life  his- 
tory of  the  Ash.  Through  examination 
of  just  one  Kale,  it  is  possible  to  tell  how 
long  the  salmon  remained  in  the  river  of 
Its  birth,  when  it  migrated  lo  the  sea,  and 
how  long  it  remained  there. 

Ute  salmon  fry.  when  first  hatched, 
have  no  Kales,  but  theM  commence  to 
grow  at  an  early  stage  of  lift.  Except  to 
replace  those  lost,  no  new  scalM  arc  ac- 
quired. 

Consequently  as  the  fish  Increases  In 
length  and  breadth,  the  Kales  grow  by 
the  addition  of  rings  around  the  circum- 
ference. In  something  the  same  manner 
as  rings  are  formed  on  a tree.  wlUi  this 
difference— s varying  number  of  rings  are 
added  every  year 

It  Mrvtt  no  uMful  purpose  (o  count  the 
number  of  rings,  for  the  totals  will  vary 
on  each  of  the  Kales  from  any  Individual 
fish.  With  an  ordinary  pocket  magnifying 
glass,  however,  one  sees  tbs  rings  arc  dl-

It  Is  the  tale  of  "how  the  English- 
speaking  peoples,  through  their  unwisdom, 
carelessness  and  good  nature  allowed  the 
wicked  to  rearm.”  Are  they  today  pro- 
posing to  repeat  this  ghasUy  error? 

gHORT  MEMOElEg 

The  British  people  have  the  shortest 
memoriea  ‘niey  forgive  their  enemies  and 
neglect  their  friends  with  the  same  Ugbt- 
hearted  Indifference. 

' n you  were  to  aak  the  average  English- 
man today  what  he  thought  of  the  Ger- 
man problem  he  would  probably  reply  that 
he  didn't  know  there  was  one. 

Re  might  add  that  he  thought  the 
German  problem  was  solved  when  Hitler 
was  defeated,  and  that  be  supposed  that 
all  WS  had  to  do  now  was  to  buUd  up 
Germany  as  quickly  as  possible  In  order 
to  obtain  another  market  for  British 
goods. 

Jt  may  be  well,  therefore,  briefly  lo  state 
the  problesBu  Germany  to  an  extremely 
modem  stale.  The  German  people  were 
never  united  in  one  slals  until  TI  yean 
ago.  when  Blsmarek.  whoee  motto  was 
“Blood  and  Iron.”  having  won  a war  whl^ 
he  had  foceed  on  Ftanee.  ssUbUshed 
Brnatoan  supremacy  eesr  the  various 


German  sutes.  who  still  retained  a large 
measure  of  Independence.  - 

Bom  In  Iron,  baptised  In  blood.  Germany 
has  held  faithful  to  her  hideous  origin. 
Twice  during  her  short  existence,  the 
normal  UfetUne  of  a man,  she  has  plunged 
the  whole  world  Into  war. 

Bhe  came  very  near  to  winning  the 
first  war  in  1017,  she  came  nearer  to 
winning  the  second  war  In  1040.  and  the 
OerinAn  iHoblem.  stated  very  briefly  la: 
How  are  we  going  to  p^vent  her  from 
doing  it  again? 

The  first  question  that  may  be  asked 
to  whether  the  Oermaru  wlU  want  to 
repeat  m fearful  an  experiment  that  has 
twice  resulted  In  failure. 

There  art  many  reasons  why  they 
should.

Nothing  Is  certain  with  regard  to  the 
future,  but  It  must  surely  be  admitted  as 
llktiy  that  Oermqny  will  attempt  once 
more  lo  dominate  the  continent.

Alsike  Clover 
Seed  Gains 

Ons  of  the  moet  Interesting  agricultural 
developments  in  reofet  years  has  been  ths 
increased  produetlon  of  alsike  elover  seed 
In  Western  Canada,  reports  ihs  Plant 
Produste  Division.  Dominion  Department 
of  Agrteuliure.  The  produetlon  there  in 
l$4l  wlU  almoet  double  that  of  Ontario, 
which  until  recently  was  ths  main  alslks 
producing  province  la  Canada.  The  chief 
production  in  the  Weei  is  In  Northern  Al- 
berta and  the  Peace  Hlver  area  of  British 
Columbia.  Apparently  the  hloeeomi  fer- 
tlUie  well  in  thoee  areas  and  Iha  ellsaate 
suits  ths  srop.  As  high  as  ten  busbsli  ef 
seed  per  aere  are  obtained. 

Furtherascre,  the  aeed  grown  la  the  Weet 
li  eomparatlvely  eiean  because  many  ef 
the  weeds  such  as  ths  eatchflys  and  eam- 
plons,  whkh  are  the  bane  of  alsike  growers 
la  Ontario,  art  eeldom  found  hi  thoee 
areas  ef  ths  West  where  the  erop  Is  now 
being  grown.  The  total  produetlon  In 
Western  Canada  for  1$4S  is  eetimated  at 

4.000,000  pounds  as  against  t.100,000 
pounds  In  Ontario. 

Oreat  advances  have  been  made  In 
cleaning  alsike  eeed  In  the  last  few  years, 
the  reeult  of  better  machinery  lor  the  job. 
The  Improved  machinery,  which  Includes 
magnetic  and  specific  gravity  typee,  takes 
out  moet  ef  the  ImpurlUee  ao  that  alsike 
eeed  which  was  almost  valosless  a few 
years  ago  Is  now  being  cleaned  to  Cana- 
dian standard  grades.  Ihls  new  way  for 
cleaning  alsike  and  ether  seed  was  brought 
to  Canada  by  Hungarian  and  other  Central 
Buropetms  who  eecaped  Rom  Burope  dur- 
ing the  Hitler  regime  and  brought  their 
sklUs  with  them. 

Labor  'Shortage

According  to  animal  nutrlUonUis  of 
Cf-I-L'i  agricultural  chemicals  division^ U)e 
urea  protein  is  not  available  for  home 
mixing  sinec  premier  results  cannot  be 
obtained  unlcu  proper  equipment  Is  used 
by  oompetent  feed  speclalisu.  Experiments 
have  shown  that  urea  should  not  be  used 
to  supply  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
protein  content  of  a supplement.  When 
mixed  with  a grain  ration  It  should  supply 
about  • per  eent  of  the  protein  and  In 
a combined  concentrate  of  roughage 
ration  not  more  than  1 per  eent.  Such 
eareful  mixing  can  be  done  only  by 
experte. 

While  urea  Is  suitable  for  ruminants 
such  as  catUs,  sheep  and  goats.  It  Is  of  no 
bmieflt  to  horses,  swlns  and  poultry.  Rum- 
tnante  have  stomachs  eompoeed  of  four 
parts  which  permit  them  to  assimilate 
urea.  In  the  rumen— one  of  the  stomachs 
— mtero-organlsms  act  on  the  urea  and 
change  U into  a form  ^t  can  be  used 
by  the  animal  Unless  this  change  takes 
place  the  protein  In  urea  cannot  be  used 
and  would  normally  pass  through  the 
digestive  tract.  This  happens  In  horsce, 
swine  and  poultry,  although  they  suffer 
no  Injury  when  eoruuming  feeds  con- 
taining urea.

Good  Markets 
For  Alfalfa 

Canada  produced  a record  quantity  ol 
alfalfa  seed  In  i$48.  OondlUons  In  the 
alfalfa  seed  producing  art’as  of  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  were  favorable 
for  good  seed  setting,  and  the  abeence  of 
widespread  and  damaging  frosts  before 
maturity  has  resulted  in  good  yields  of  ex- 
otllent  quality  seed  being  harvested.  The 
latest  estimate  placed  production  on  a 
cleaned  seed  basis  at  14,760,000  pounds, 
about  37  per  cent  larger  than  the  record 
erop  of  1047.  Over  $0  per  cent  of  the  total 
erop  was  derived  from  the  three  Fralrlc 
provinces,  with  Ontario  and  British  Co- 
lumbia accounting  for  the  balance.  Pro- 
duction In  Manitoba  Is  placed  at  3,150,000 
pounds;  Saskatchewan,  0,700.000  pounds, 
and  Alberta,  4,600.000  pounds. 

Canada  normally  uses  about  6.000,000 
pounds  of  alfalfa  seed  annually,  mys  H.  R. 
Parnell.  Plant  Products  Division,  Dominion 
Department  of  Agriculture,  with  the  sur- 
plus usually  being  exported,  chiefly  to  the 
United  States.  One  of  the  smallest  crops 
of  alfalfa  seed  In  recent  years  was  har- 
vested In  the  United  States  In  1$4A.  This 
has  been  responsible  for  Amerleaxr  seeds- 
men paying  good  prices  for  hardy  Cana- 
dian alfalfa  seed  which  enjoys  a high 
reputation  on  the  American  market.  Ex- 
ports of  alfalfa  seed  In  the  12  months  end- 
ing June  30  last,  amounted  to  nearly  8,- 
000,000  pounds,  and  present  prospects

Millions  Loaned  to  Farmers 
Since  Loan  Board  Founded 


IN  the  If  years  of  its  operations  the 
Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board,  a Domi- 
nion Oovemment  agency  has  loaned 
farmers  in  Canada  $00.728.$57.  Cash  re- 
payments of  loan  principal  to  March  31. 
I$4A,  have  amounted  to  $rT.0te,l$0.  Premnt 
investment  in  farm  mortgages  exceeds 
fll.lOO.OOO. 

A eonslderabl#  number  of  borrowers  arc 
taking  advantage  of  privileges  to  repay 
their  loans  In  full  before  due  date,  It  U 
stated  In  the  19th  Annual  Report  of  the 
board.  Since  operations  started  In  1929, 
the  board  has  disbursed  29,093  first  mort- 
gage loans,  and  of  this  number  14.3(X)  have 
been  repaid  in  full  before  the  final  due 
date,  and  of  9,481  second  mortgage  loans 
disbursed,  over  8,000  have  been  repaid  in 
fMl. 

INTBHEST  FAID 

At  Ihs  time  the  report  was  oompllrd  at 
March  81. 1948, 98.1  per  eent  of  Interest  due 
on  first  mortgage  loans  (by  far  the  largest 
form  of  borrowing)  during  the  previous  12 
months  had  beon  paid,  leaving  $43,091  In- 
terest In  arroars,  of  which  emty  $5,410  was 
In  arrears  for  over  six  months.  At  the  end 
of  the  same  fiscal  year,  98.3  per  cent  of  alt 
first  mortgage  borrowers,  90.8  pey  cent  of 
all  second  mortgagr  borrowers,  and  $9  S 
per  eent  of  all  purchasers  under  agrec- 
mtnte  for  sale  had  met  their  due  Interest 
pajrments  In  full. 

The  ehlef  purpocee  for  which  farmers 
have  been  borrowing  from  the  board  have 
changed  eomewhat  In  recent  )rears  Until 
a few  year*  ago  leu  than  10  per  cent  of 
the  borrowings  were  to  buy  farms  or  addi- 
tional farm  lands,  but  now  over  one-third 
ef  the  money  Is  belpg  borrowed  for  this 
purpoee. 

. Leans  by  the  board  are  made  to  re- 
finance existing  farm  Indebtedneu.  to  pur- 
ohase  Urestock,  to  maks  improvements,  tn- 
Muding  the  ereclUm  of  buildings,  and  to 
pay  operating  expenses.  First  morlgoge 
leens  uxy  also  be  used  to  purchau  farm 
land,  bkt  seeond  mortgage  loans  cannot  be 
■sed  for  this  purpose. 

ON  MOBTOAOES 

Tbe  maximum  amount  which  the  board 
mtj  lend  to  any  one  farmer  Is  $6,000  on 
first  mortgage,  and  an  additional  $1,000  on 
stbond  mortgage.  Loans  art  repayable 
over  periods  of  6 to  26  years  by  equal  yearly 
or  half-yearly  payments.  The  rate  of  In- 
terest Is  41^  per  cent  on  first  mortgage  and 
I per  cent  on  second  mortgage.  First 
mortgage  loans  may  be  prepaid  In  whole 
or  part  at  any  time  after  two  years  with- 
out notice  or  bonus  . . . Prepayments 
within  two  years  are  eeospted  subject  to 
a boBoe  equal  to  three  months'  Interest  on 


tbe  amount  of  the  prepayment.  Second 
mortgage  loans  may  be  prepaid  In  whole 
or  part  at  any  time  anihout  notice  or 
bonus. 

During  the  war  years  the  number  and 
total  asaount  of  the  i-«ans  defttned,  b«i 
they  have  been  Incrrasing  since  the  end 
of  the  war.  During  the  fl-wal  year  1947-48 
covered  by  the  board’s  report,  1,818  loans 
were  applied  for  to  a total  amount  of 
$3,480,660. 


Dish  for  the  Day 

—By  THE  CHEF 

MARl.MATF.I)  MUSHROOMS 

A new  one^lo  me.  at  least— In  the  hors 
d'oeuvres  line  are  marinated  mushrooms. 
They  are  as  good  as  they  are  unusual. 

Get  a pound  of  small  button  mushrooms, 
wipe  them  well  and  cut  a clean  end  to 
their  stems.  Tie  in  a chee.<iecloth  some 
parsley,  thyme,  a bay  leaf.  Vs  teaspoon  of 
celery  seed  and  a dosen  whole  peppercorns. 
Put  this  bag  In  the  boiling  marinade, 
which  cunslsU  of  one  cup  water,  Vt  cup 
olive  oil  and  *^4  cup  white  wine  vinegar. 

You  must  have  enough  liquid  to  cover 
your  mushrooms  completely.  About  two 
eups  fthouid  do  U.  ^ 

Let  the  spice  bag  boil  in  Uie  marinade 
for  five  minutes.  Then  add  the  mush- 
rooms and  boil  them  for  16  mlnutea  Lei 
them  cool  in  the  marinade,  then  drain, 
chill  thoroughly  and  serve  garnished  with 
waiercrcM  and  thin  lemon  slices. 

gAt’itA(lE^i.  APPLES 

I remember  when  I was  at  school  there 
was  a country  sau.sage  factory  nearby,  phis 
an  apple  orchard.  On  our  (rte  days  we 
would  take  an  old  frying  pan,  beg  some 
broken  bits  of  sausage  from  a friendly 
hand  and  hie  to  the  orchard,  where  we 
reveled  In  fried  apples  and  sausage  cooked 
In  the  brisk  Autumn  air. 

A more  "elegant"  version  Is  this  one. 
which  does  the  cooking  in  ao  oven. 

Mash  a pound  of  highly-seasoned  sau- 
sage meat  in  a skillet  and  let  It  brown. 
When  browned,  add  enough  fresh  bread 
orumbs  to  absorb  the  fbt.  Cart  six  or 
seven  apples,  but  do  not  peel  them.  Fill 
the  centres  with  the  sausage  meat  and 
erumbs  and  bake  in  a moderate  oven  for 
40  minutes.

The  excavation  for  your  home  Is  made  The  concrete  used  In  the  best  tgrp* 
approximately  one  foot  larger  all  home  construction  for  footings  li  3. 


£ approximately  one  foot  larger  all 
around  than  (he  actual  slae  of  (he 
basement  as  shown  on  your  plans.  This 
Is  necessary  In  order  (0  allow  room  for  (be 
footings  and  drain  tile,  os  well  as  provid- 
ing ample  space  for  the  mason  to  properly 
plaster  and  waterproof  the  basement  waU. 

The  depth  of  tbe  excavation  Is  deter- 
mined by  two  factors:  The  first  Is  the  ac- 
tual depth  of  the  sewer  on  your  property 
which  may  be  too  shallow  to  put  the  home 
In  the  ground  as  deep  as  shown  on  (he 
plsns.  This  should  be  determined  before 
the  plans  are  drawn.  Serondly,  If  (he 
sewer  Is  deep  enough,  the  depth  Is  then 
determined  for  the  excavator  by  a sec- 
tions! drawing  on  your  house  plans  show- 
ing depth  of  basement  desired. 

In  any  case,  the  excavation  should  be 
deep  enough  so  that  the  finished  home 
looks  as  though  it  sits  closely  to  the 
ground.  The  finished  basement  should  be 
St  least  seven  feet  from  floor  to  celling, 
and  pipes  and  heating  duets  that  cut  into 
basement  headroom  should  be  avoided. 

FOOTINGS 

Supporting  tbe  entire  house,  foundaiioo 
walls  and  all.  Is  the  footing.  The  slae  of  this 
footing  depends  upon  the  kind  of  home 
you  build,  whether  it  Is  frame  or  brick, 
one  or  two  stories.  The  slse  of  footings 
for  a frame  home  with  a basement  wall.  8 
Inches  thick,  should  be  a minimum  of  18" 
wide  and  8"  thick.  For  a brick  home  with 
a 13-inch  basement  wall  there  should  be 
a footing  $0"  wide  and  8"  thick.  In  each 
case  there  should  be  a 4"  spread  to  the 
footing  inside  and  out.  In  the  ease  of  a 
one-floor  home  the  slae  of  the  column 
footings  should  be  >t  least  14"  1 34"  x 13" 
deep.  In  a two-itory  house  or  one  with  an 
attic  stairway,  the  column  footings  must 
be  30"  X 10"  X 13"  deep.  (Thlmney  footings 
must  have  a spread  of  4”  and  be  12"  deep. 
Proper  slae  and  eonalrucUon  of  fooUnp 
are  neoeasary  ao  they  wUl  earry  the  re- 
quired load  without  cracking  or  eettling. 


The  concrete  used  In  the  beet  tgrpe  of 
borne  construction  for  footings  is  3.000 
pounds  transit-mixed  because  by  this 
method  uniform,  scientifically  propor- 
tioned mix  Is  best  obtained. 

DRAINAGE 

The  next  step  In  coostrucUoa  Is  Ihe  m- 
slallaUoii  of  the  basement  drainage  sys- 
tem. Municipal  codes  usually  require  the 
laying  of  4-lnch  seepage  tile  around  Ibe 
entire  wall,  properly  Isld  on  enlld  soli  and 
pitched  towante  outlets  connected  with 
the  sewer.  Bach  Joint  should  be  covered 
with  saturated  fell  paper  to  keep  the  Uie 
from  filling  with  sediment.  Some  airhl- 
terts  and  builders  go  farther,  installing 
Snmplete  inside  drainage  system  to  take 
care  of  wall  seepage  and  reeults  in  less 
eondensation.  A heavy  cement  cove  te 
frequently  made  at  base  of  wall  to  prevent 
seepage  at  union  of  wall  and  fooling. 

From  the  cove  ihe  piaster  is  ndhllnued 
ap  to  the  brick  veneer  ledge,  if  (he  home 
is  of  brick  veneer  Instead  of  frame  the 
plaster  is  continued  over  the  ledge  and  on 
up  to  the  top  of  the  basament  wall.  Over 
(his  plaster  after  It  has  become  dry.  a 
heavy  coating  of  undiluted  asphalt  water- 
proofing le  recommended.  It  te  finer 
ground  cement  and  te  superior  tor  water- 
proofing. 

BASEMENT  WALU 

Now  we  some  (o  the  top  of  the  base- 
ment walk.  While  It  te  general  practice 
to  begin  the  erection  of  the  framework  di- 
rectly upon  the  top  of  the  walls,  this  te 
not  good  eonstrucUon  pracUee.  The  aee 
of  a t"  a 8"  bond  plate  laid  m a Iteavy 
mortar  Joint,  perfectly  level,  on  top  of  the 
wall,  proTldee  a better  and  more  level 
foundatkm  for  tbe  framework  and  eltml- 
nates  tbe  need  of  unsightly  shlma.  Also, 
by  using  a t"  x 4"  plate  on  top  of  the  etosl 
beam  onlfom  shrinkage  te  maintained. 
Theee  bond  platee  are  not  always  required 
by  munlclpM  codee,  but  are  eseeUent 
building  practice  and  arc  frequeotly  found 
In  high  ttandard  homes.  An  evtdenee  08 
greater  value.

World  and  Domeotle— Despite  more  ex- 
tooslve  destruction  and  economic  dteloca- 
Uoo  during  World  War  n than  during  the 
pvuvlous  world  conflict,  recovery  has  pro- 
eoeded  much  more  rapidly  In  tbe  past 
throe  years  than  In  the  corresponding  pe- 
rtod  after  World  War  L and  has  not  en- 
countered any  major  setback.

Cash  farm  Inoome  aiwuming  average  crops 
should  reibain  close  to  the  high  levels  of 
1947  and  1948.  Prices  paid  by  farmers  wlU 
probably  remain  at  the  1948  level  or  show 
some  Increase  to  1949 
Wheat— After  allowing  160.000.000  bush- 
els for  domesUe  uee  and  SMuming  the 
carryover  at  July  31.  1949.  falls  to  the  levM 
of  July.  1948.  this  year's  wheat  production 
of  $93.3  mlilloe  biMhels  should  provide 
seme  343.000.000  bushels  for  export.  An 
assured  market  for  a large  part  of  the 
erop,  the  Fall  drought  in  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces, together  with  almost  certain  reduc- 
tions in  1949  acreages  of  rye  and  flax,  are 
factors  favoring  an  increased  Spring 
wheat  acreage  in  1949 
Feed  Grains  — Increased  producUon  of 
feed  grains  in  1941,  particularly  to  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  may  r^uce  ehlpmente  from 
Western  Canada  Net  suppUsa  of  feed 
grains  (excluding  wheat)  per  grain  con- 
suming animal  unit  available  for  the  1948- 
4$  feeding  season  are  about  86  per  eent 
greater  than  to  1947-48.  Eastsn  lanneTt 
are  Ukely  to  malnteln  their  eoaim  grain 
acreages  at  1948  levels. 

Llvwtock— During  the  first  half  of  194$ 
bog  pricee  are  expected  to  be  Arm  and 
prtom  for  ethor  alaseas  of  Uvuatouk  higher 


than  to  the  first  half  of  1941.  Ltveetoek 
marketlnga  to  1949  are  expected  to  be 
slightly  less  than  to  1948.  OeeltoM  to  all 
classes  of  meat  animals  are  anticipated. 
Relatively  lower  eoppliet  of  all  meats,  a 
sMiUnued  strong  domestic  demand,  a 
market  for  pork  products  through  the 
United  IClngdom  bacon  agreement,  and 
for  beet  and  cattle  In  the  United  States 
market,  should  provide  profitable  pricee 
for  Uvestock  to  194$. 

Dairy  Products— -The  domestic  demand 
for  dairy  produete  te  likely  to  remain  high 
during  IM.  Total  milk  producUon  to 
Canada  may  approximate  tbe  1941  eeU- 
mate  of  ■18.6  biiUon  pounds.  The  output 
of  butter,  cheese  and  let  cream  will  prob- 
ably be  malntetned  during  L$4$.  Increased 
producUon  of  concentrated  milk  products 
may  absorb  any  deervaae  which  may  occur 
to  sales  oi  fluid  milk. 

Eggs  and  Poultry^Blg  produetlon  te 
pected  to  decline  somewhat  during  the 
first  hsilf  of  194$.  Tbe  present  outlook  for 
export  ouUete  for  eggs  does  not  Justify  any 
expansion  to  egg  production  Prices  wtUeb 
prevailed  during  194$  and  expectoUone  of 
^a  euatatned  eonsumer  demand  may  tend  to 
encourage  an  Increased  produettou  of 
market  poulj^  to  194$.

Roney— With  proepeete  of  an  exeeptlan- 
ally  large  earryover  and  a produetloa  of 
from  16  to  60  million  pounds,  a daellne  to 
prices  may  be  expected  to  194$. 

Maple  Produete— The  demand  for  maple 
products  to  Canada  to  194$  te  eitoeeted  to 
eooltone  at  about  Uie  same  tevel  as  to  l$il. 
Farm  pricee  may  decline  as  a result  of  an 
abundant  supply  of  eompeUng  prodacto. 

Oilseed  Crop*— In  view  of  the  diflteull 
enport  Ntnatloo  and  the  large  earryovur. 
partieularly  of  flaxseed.  H te  doubtful  If 
the  1$4$  aereaga  ef  flaxsaad  and  rapaaaed 
should  be  maintained  at  1948  terete.

Whai  a delightful  apartment  It  would  have 
made.  Anyway,  The  Colonist  on  opening 
day  said  of  It:  '*The  building  has  electric 
lights  In  every  apartment  and  electric 
bells:  Is  heated  by  steam  throughout  and 
Is  practically  ftreproot:  It  will  be  cun* 

ducted  on  the  European  plan  and  that  the 
cuisine  Is  all  that, can  be  desired  was  es- 
labllshed  by  the  modest  spread  of  yester- 
day erenlng.  The  dining-room  is  t model 
in  its  way— such  a room  as  would  give  one 
an  appetite  a good  table  robs  hhn  of.  The 
kitchen  is  at  the  rear  of  the  dining-room, 
but  to  arranged  that  the  guest  would  never 
suspect  his  close  proximity  to  the  euUnary 
department. 

‘The  second  story  is  set  apart  for  bed- 
rooms, parlors,  drawing-room,  etc.  On  this 
floor  are  four  bathrooms  and  from  a'hat- 
ever  aspect  a beautiful  view  presents  Itself. 
The  third  story  Is  like  unto  the  second,  but 
possesses  the  advantage  of  a smoking  room 
with  a grand  view  of  the  strait. 

A winding  staircase  brings  the  guest  to 
the  observation  tower,  from  which  he  can 
feast  his  eyes  upon  as  fine  and  varied 
scenery  as  Is  to  be  met  with  anywhere  on 
the  continent.  Stretched  before  him  are 
the  StnUt  of  Juan  de  Fuca  and  the  Royal 
Roads.  The  waters  are  studded  with  small 


Nrw  Yurk.  He  started  bis  hotel  career  Ui 
Kansas  and  later  went  to  Seattle  where, 
lor  three  years,  he  operated  the  American 
Exchange  Hotel.  Like  so  many  Britishers 
of  the  Ume  he  couldnT  be  quite  happy 
away  from  a British  country,  and  when  he 
got  as  near  to  the  Union  Jack  as  Seattle 
he  couldn't  resist  the  old  flag,  and  so  In 
IgTT  be  came  here. 

He  became  manager  of  the  Royal  hutel 
at  the  comer  of  Johnson  and  Wharf.  July 
17,  of  1837.  The  Colonist  had  this  to  say 
of  Mr.  Jensen:  “With  today  Mr.  WUllam 
Jensen  Ukes  control  of  that  well-known 
hostelry,  the  Occidental  Hotel.  Mr.  Jensen 
flrat  became  connected  with  the  hotel  in 
1S77  when  It  was  known  as  the  Royal,  and 
to  hls  careful  management  during  the 
Urn?  he  was  in  charge  Is  largely  due  Its 
present  popularity.  It  is  not  generally 
known  that  the  older  portion  of  the  hotel 
claims  the  honor  of  being  the  first  brick 
building  erected  in  Victoria,  it  having  been 
constructed  by  Mr.  Wilcox  In  1B58,  when  a 
bridge  spanned  the  harbor  at  the  foot  of 
Johnson  Street.  In  1882,  Mr.  Jensen  built 
the  large  addition  on  the  comer  which 
now  makes  the  hotel  one  of  the  most  com- 
modious In  the  city.” 

HAD  ELECTRIC  LIGHT 

The  Colonist  account  gives  a good  ides 
of  the  Dallas  Hotel.  sUU  well  remembered 
here,  for  It  was  tom  down  only  about  30 
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The  old  bsthmc  psvilioo— • Uvoritt  with  the  DsUm  guests.

About  1900,  Mr.  Jensen  left  the  Dallas 
Hotel,  and  It  was  taken  over  by  a Mr  and 
Mrs.  PgtUrson  and  renovated  throughout, 
under  supervUlon  of  the  noted  archUect, 
F.  M.  Rattenbury,  who  designed  the  pres- 
ent Legislative  Buildings  a few  years  be- 
fore. The  Dallas  flourlahed  until  the  end 
of  the  Oreat  War.  Like  the  Drlard.  Its 
fame  and  Its  glamor  faded  when  the  Em- 
press opened,  and  It  drifted  along,  a 
shadow  of  Its  former  self  until  high  taxes 
and  no  business  brought  It  down 


boau,  nor  is  the  larger  cralt  absent.  Do 
the  guest  ai>d  his  party  leave  the  scene, 
so  as  to  make  room  for  others  waiting  to 
enjoy  It?

rence  at  the  Dallas  Hotel  in  the  90's.  If 
you  were  sklRng  for  California  or  China 
and  never  qtilte  knew  what  time  of  night 
your  ship  would  arrive  from  Seattle  or 
Vancouver  you  took  a room  at  the  EUllas 
and  arranged  a call  the  minute  the  ship's 
whistle  was  heard. 

It  was  the  only  way  you  could  be  sure  of 
sailing,  unless  you  chose  to  spend  the  night 
Ml  the  docks,  just  waiting.  There  was  no 
wireless  and  thetf  were  few  telephones,  so 
you  just  had  to  »e  handy  or  run  the  risk 
of  missing  your  ship  Tou  left  your  bag- 
gage on  the  wha0  and  all  you  had  to  do, 
when  you  got  the  call,  was  throw  on  your 
clothes  and  hurry  along  the  Dallas  Road 
to  the  docks. 

A POPULAR  HOSTEL 

The  Dallas  was  one  of  the  InsUtuUons  of 
Victoria  In  the  90s  and  for  some  years 
after  the  turn  of  the  century.  It  had 
splendid  location,  looking  out  to  sea  just 
west  of  the  Ogden  Point  docks  of  lodayr'  It 
was  a popular  tourist  hotel.  There  was  s 
splendid  beach  opposite  and  a bathing  pa- 
vilion. and  in  Summer  evenings  It  was 
pleasant  to  sit  on  the  benches  along  the 
hotel's  porch  or.  perhaps,  at  an  open  win- 
dow of  a suite  and  take  in  the  panorama 
ot  sea  and  mountains  and  hiiis  of  Sooke 
blue-black  against  the  sky  In  the  Bummer 
sunset. 

On  brisk  days,  people  who  liked  the  wind 
and  the  rain,  could  pace  back  and  forth 
along  the  promenade— something  like  the 
deck  of  a ship — on  the  hotel's  roof  or  climb^ 
to  the  observation  tower  and  watch  the'' 
whltecaps  and  the  vessels  rounding  Race 
Rocks  In  the  distance.  People  who  loved 
the  sea.  but  didn’t  Uke  being  seasick,  said 
a stay  at  the  Dallas  Hotel  was  as  good  as 
any  ocean  voyage,  without  any  of  the  dls- 
oomforta 

If  the  Mount  Baker  Hotel  took  years  to 
materialise,  as  we  read  last  week,  the  Dal- 
las Hotel,  at  the  other  end  of  the  watcr- 
iront.  went  up  in  a great  hurry.  It  was 
first  talked  about  in  February,  the  corner- 
stone was  laid  In  April,  and  by  early  Sep- 
tember the  opening  party  was  held  and 
soon  the  place  was  filled  with  guests. 

PRfVACT  CONSIDERED 

Tht  hotel  was  unusual  because  It  had  a 
ladles’  dining-room,  with  a private  stair- 
way leading  to  It.  This  was  a great  fea- 
ture. and  ladles  could  dine,  away  from  the 
rude  stares  that  eometlmes  gentlemen 
guests  east  their  way.  and  which  la  the 
M's  caused  embarrassment,  blushes  and 
dropped  handkerchiefs. 

The  Colonist  of  February  10.  IMl.  made 
the  first  announcement  that  the  Dallas 
Hotel  would  be  constructed:  "The  building 
is  to  be  three  stoiiee  high,  has  a frontage 
of  183  feel  by  78  feet,  and  a basement  the 
fun  slM  of  the  building.  The  very  best  ac- 
•ommodatlon  wUl  be  made  for  store  rooms, 
wine  and  ale  cellars,  and  the  ground  floor 
wlU  eonalst  of  a billiard  room,  bar,  card 
room.  olAces  and  all  the  necessary  con- 
veniences. The  main  staircase  will  be  re- 
markably wen  finished  and  the  ladles  will 
bars  a private  staircase  deecendlng  Into 
the  ladlet'  dining-room.  On  the  first  floor 
will  be  family  parlm,  with  suite  of  bed- 
rooens  attached,  bridal  parlor*  and  cham- 
bers. From  tht  smoking  room  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  win  be  s geometrical  staircase 
ascending  to  the  observatory  or  tower, 
which  wUl  eomraand  an  expansive  view  on 
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ail  sides.  The  principal  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  wUl  be  Ugbtcd  with  driel  windows, 
springing  from  the  keystone  of  the  several 
arches  immediately  underneath,  with  an 
ornamental  cast-iron  balcony.  Most  of 
the  windows  are  to  be  French  casemenU 
opening  down  to  the  floor  The  roof  is  to 
be"  fiat,  covered  with  galvanised  iron  and 
the  whole  building  mounted  with  a cast- 
iron  balusUsde.  The  building  has  been 
designed  by  Edward  McCoskrie.  architect 
of  this  city,  and  endor.sed  by  William  Jen- 
sen who  has  spared  no  expense  In  making 
It  an  ornament  to  Victoria.” 

DIGNIFIED  OPENING 

Unlike  the  opening  day  of  many  hotels 
in  old-time  Victoria,  the  Dallas  first-day 
party  was  a quiet,  dignltied’ affair.  There 
was  never  anything  flamboyant  about  the 
Dallas,  though  it  had  a bar.  and  the  man- 
agement wa.H  proud  of  the  excellence  and 
variety  of  the  drinks  served.  But.  as  far 
as  the  record  goes  anyway,  there  were  no 
bumpers  of  champagne  flowing  and  no 
lavish  spread  — just  a few  of  the  pro- 
prietor's old  friends  in  to  enjoy  a quiet 
supper  party. 

The  Colonist  of  September  2.  1891,  de- 
scribed the  Dallas:  “Charmingly  situated 
near  the  Outer  Wharf,  and  is  built  on  the 
most  approved  plan.  A solid  brick  bond- 
ing with  attractive  appearance.  It  is  a wel- 
come addition  to  the  architecture  of  Vic- 
toria. From  floor  to  celling  everything  is 
new.  bright  and  tasteful,  and  when  It  is 
stated  that  the  hostelry  is  owned  and 
mansged  by  a gentleman  of  Mr.  Jensen’s 
experience,  its  patrons  may  rely  upon  ab- 
solute comfort  and  satUfacUon.  'ntere  la 
ample  accommodation  for  100  guests  and 
the  Dallas  is  specially  designed  for  a flnrt- 
class  tourist  trade.” 

We  are  sometimes  Inclined  to  think  that 
the  luring  of  tourists  Is  a recent  develop- 
ment-going back  s quarter  century  or  so. 
Yet.  looking  into  old  newspaper  flies  It  may 
be  seen  that  the  Victoria  of  the  M's— In- 
deed of  the  M's  -wp  as  tourist  conscious 
as  the  Victoria  of  today. 

OWNER  AND  HOST 

Jensen,  of  the  Dallas,  was  a hotel  man 
of  the  old  Khool— a mine  host  In  the  truest 
sense,  who  lived  oq  the  premises,  to  see 
that  hls  guests  had  every  comfort  and  to 
keep  any  undesirables  dway.  Before  you 
could  register  at  the  Dallas  you  had  to  pass 
the  severely  cilUcal  eye  of  Mr.  Jensen,  who 
looked  you  up  and  down  If  you  were  a 
stranger  to  him.  He  was  an  Englishman, 
boro  In  Uvetpoo)  and  went  to  the  United 
States  In  18S8.  For  a time  he  served  In 
the  United  States  Army  In  the  Civil  War. 
later  going  Into  buMnesi  In  Wllllamsburt. 
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on  Metals

Nothing  ao  noelvlUaed  as  bows  and 
arrows,  wax  whoopa,  balcheu  and  flint- 
locks take  part  Just  maclAne  guns,  hand 
grenades,  TNT  and  death  by  ambush. 
AMBUSH  AND  VH1LBNCE 
la  all  Isolated  dlArlcts  of  the  Malayan 
peninsular,  ambush  and  vlolenee  are  for- 
ever abroad.  The  bungalowa  at  every  mine 
and  plantation  are  ramped  with  sandbags; 
the  occupants  live  In  ^rs,  armed  to  the 
teeth  and  a body  of  Malayan  auxiliary 
police  maintain  a 24-hour  guard.  Nobody 
travelft  by  nl^t  unless  bla  ear  is  armored. 
By  day  any  supervisor,  whether  Buropean 
or  Astatic,  leaving  the  company  compound, 
is  accompanied  by  an  armed  bodyguard. 
There  is  no  safety;  the  man  who  does  your 
bidding  by  day  may  be  the  man  who  nm-^ 
chlne-guiu  you  by  nlgbtt 
Army  patrols  go  Into  the  Jungle  lo  ferret 
out  these  gangslera  But  generally  It  la 
too  late  and  the  area  too  great  to  be 
combed  effectively.  Nor  do  thy  |>atrols 
come  off  unscathed,  for  the  Communist- 
Inspired  terrorists  are  targaty  prudent  and 
experienced  Jungle  fighters.  Their  motto 
Is  "hit  and  run,”  and  seldom  do  they  take 
any  chances  after  the  flrst  burst  of  ftm- 
flrv.

However,  the  rise  of  extreme  radicalism 
can  be  traced  fundamentally,  to  a woeful 
condiUoo  existing  over  all-  AAa.  Bvon  to- 
day In  the  Malayan  Union,  some  remnants 
of  It  survive— a tight  AAatlc  and  Buropean 
bureaucracy  with  high  pay  and  privilegos. 
Opposed  to  this  A a great  maas  of  labor, 
poorly  paid  and  Ignorant  Looeely-knlt 
unions  have  existed  over  a long  period,  but 
a highly  speeialixed  labor  code  for  worker- 
protection  has  given  rise  to  paternalism 
on-  the  part  of  the  employma. 

Not  long  after  the  fan  of  Blngapore  In  . 
1M2.  an  Allied  submarine  stood  off  the 
coast  north  of  Penang.  Throe  men  de- 
barlmd  from  It  In  a rubber  boat  They 
were  In  onlfonn.  well  armed;  equipped 
with  a small,  high-powered  radio,  compact 
rations  and  a UtUe  vital  laformaUoo.

Borne  of  Iheoi  forinm  rifagsis  iwpinAiil 
tktnfi  rnmptotety  out  of  hand.  A splU  os> 
peared  In  the  elvUlan  groupe— reactionary 
against  radical  It  was  whispered  that  the 


Allies  were  protecting  their  own  InlercsU. 
not  thoea  of  the  people  of  Malsya. 

THE  BBBAUNG  POINT 

Ihe  poison  rapidly  disintegrated  the 
ceils.  Segments  of  the  guerilla  army  drew 
away  under  new  leaderahlp,  their  symbol 
a rad  triangle  of  three  stars  worn  on  the 
cap,  and  the  clenched  flA  (or  a salute. 
Allied  counter-prcH>aganda  lacked  coovlc- 
tloo;  the  bulk  of  the  aeUve  resistance  or- 
canlseUon  fell  to  the  Communists.

- Those  believing  In  Allied 
demecraey  were  sandwiched  between  the 
upper  and  nether  AlUetooee  of  ComxKi- 
nlA  and  Japanese  aggreealon.  Murder, 
kMnapphag.  gang  war  and  betrayA  ruled. 
partteuJarty  among  the  Chlnete. 

Both  Red  and  deaaoerai  rvaUxAl  there 
wae  ao  enemy  to  remove  before  eMher 
could  take  over  the  country  Hurriedly 
reocganlAng  loyal  civilians  and  guerlUas, 
the  Allies  emtey  supplied  them  with  arms 
and  cnorA  support  The  new  Three  Star 
anay  was  eupphed  according  to  the  de- 
gree of  their  oo-ofwratten.  Dtotnistful 
wltk  mutaA  parrying  for  advantaga,  the 
reslslenee  muddltd  so. 

Defeated  Bmperoi  Hlrohtto  ordered  hA 
fureee  to  pack  up.  Xn  lialaya,  hie  army 
withdrew  from  the  anak  and  teolatad 
areas  to  the  mala  eealres.  and  as  they  dM 
ee^  Ihe  Oommuntete  took  oeer.  The  Attee. 
toe  weak  at  iMs  Jonetwe,  to  take  aggiue- 
itve  aetton.  stood  on  the  ildi  Itoie  «Mh 
thifr  fingers  etueeed. 

Tha  long-vanated  regime  had  a hard 
time.  After  tour  years  of  mgo  root  and 
starvaUan  the  peo^  wanted  securUy,  not 


long-winded  prmnlses.  More  than  any- 
thing they  desired  the  return  of  the  full 
rice  bqwl. 

LOHXNO  PRBfiTIGE 

The  Malays.  wXio  had  a comer  ion  rice 
growing,  and  had  listened  to  commnnA 
theories,  were  stroi^ly  opposed  to  pracU- 
cA  application  when  It  came  to  parting 
with  their  rice  without  profit.  The  Com- 
munists begin  to  lose  thAr  preeUge. 

The  British  Military  Government  ar- 
rived and  the  Communists  saw  a chance 
of  honorable  wtthdrawA.  Thqy  stepped 
from  tht  locA  sdmlntstratlons  with  a fine 
showing  of  reluctance  but  kept  thetr

Ther^ter,  the  Three  Star  Army  was 
mighty  quick  to  restrain  any  local  eltlsens 
found  Joyous  in  the  night  especially  If 
the  bsek-Alden  were  In  the  employ  of  the 
*BM.O. 

Under  regained  pollUcA  freedom,  the 
old  resistance  groupe  werv  formed  Into  a 
pollUcal  party  called  Ihe  Malayan  Peoples' 
Uokm.  It  quickly  created  individual  unions 
for  every  branch  of  labor  under  its  own 
colors.  The  Three  Star  Army  remained  as 
the  party's  strong'Urm  squad. 

The  nuisance  vAue  of  this  militant  ap- 
pendege  had  been  appreciated  by  the 
BAC  O.  stoee  the  beginning.  They  eel  about 
undermining  It  lo  thetr  own  way.  lo  the 
East  perhaps  more  than  anywhere  else, 
ihooey  talks.  A pocketful  makM  a tern- 
porexy  capitalist,  and  as  memben  of  the 
Three  Btex  Army  were  only  human,  the 
ranks  thinned.  Equally  human  weakiseseet 
placed  some  of  the  leaders  behind  bars. 
The  reA  retired  to  the  Jungle  with  a plen- 
tUA  mpply  of  krras  and  bided  UiAr  time. 

DOMINION  gTATUI 

The  prantte  of  Dosntnlon  status  was  ra- 
celved  with  mixed  emottons.  The  Malays 
slofie  stfORgly  opposed  IL  They  were  to 
lose  DMA  of  their  former  pcrqulAte 
through  the  change. 

Once  eelf-govemment  wee  ettalned,  the 
people  of  Malaya  found  the  golog  hard. 
Ttede  reetricttoBa  shortagee.  hoarding, 
black. markets  and  Inflatloo  were  as  mock 
with  them  as  ever.  The  people  began  to

Each  of  the  five  applicants  for  a 
licence  is  required  to  give  proof 
that  his  Inn  has  been  properly  con- 
ducted during  the  last  twelve 
months.  These  Inns.  In  fact,  were 
put  under  royal  authority  in  by- 
gone ^ts  so  that  the  King  could 
be  sure  that  they  would  be  run  In 
a way  fitting  for  alehousea  ao  near 
his  palace.

STERN  RATIONING 
The  housewife's  dlfflculUes  were 
. eased  by  the  removal  of  potatoes, 
bread  and  Jam  from  rationing.  The 
domestic  sugar  ration  was  In- 
creased from  eight  to  ten  ounces 
weekly  and  the  candy  ration  from 
13  ounces  to  16  monthly.  But  the 
bacon  ration  wavered  between  one 
and  two  ounces  weekly,  and  stem 
rationing  continued  on  most  other 
major  foodstuffs. 

Target  production  of  the  nation- 
alised coal  Industry  was  set  at  311,- 
000,000  tons  for  the  year.  14,500.000 
more  than  In  1947.  Estimated  pro- 
duction was  206,000.000  tons,  a dis- 
appointment to  the  Government 
and  Industry.  Prices  were  higher 
and  complaints  about  quality  nu- 
merous. 

The  oallonallsed  electricity  in- 
dustry continued  to  Impose  cuts  on 
consumers  as-  their  generating 
equipment  remained  Insufficient  to 
meet  growing  demands.  The  na- 
tionalised railways  completed  their 
first  year  under  public'  ownership, 
still  short  of  adequate  accommoda- 
tion for  passengers  at  peak  travel 
periods  but  aiming  at  improved 
services.

Strauss  said  10.000  irarumlicert 
and  receivers  were  dumped.  He  did 
not  know  how  many  had  been  re- 
covered before  September,  1946. 
when  an  undertaking  was  given  in 
a court  actljjn  that  no  further 
equipment  would  be  removed  from 
the  pit. 

When  the  sets  hot  needed  by  the 
forces  were  dumped.  It  had  been 
agreed  they  could  not  be  econ- 
omlcaUy  broken  down  for  civilians. 
Fraser  said  the  23- tube  sets  were 
undamaged  when  dumped  and  that 
$.000  recovered  sets  were  sold 
between  £6  ($33)  and  £10  each.  . 

Strauss  said  apparatus  dumped 
had  been  found  unsaleable,  space 
where  they  were  hoiiaed  was  needed 
for  other  purposes,-  and  he  did  not 
thlnji  a public  Inquiry  was  Justified.

Britons  May  Also  Grumble 
When  Taxes  Are  Going  Up

London  <nana).  — orumbies 
elsewhere  over  prospective 
higher  Income  taxes  art  often 
paralleled  by  the  statement  that 
Jhe  British  Government  must  know 
how  to  tax  because  Britons  don't 
grumble.  Which  view  comes  as  a 
complete  surprise  to  Britons— who 
do:  and  with  considerable  reason! 

Perhaps  It  would  be  best  to  ax- 
plain  how  Britons  are  taxed.  They 
are  taxed  by  two  separate  autho^- 
ttos:  thege  Is  the  Inland  rsven\ie 
which  levies  IncOTie  tax,  profits  tax 
and,  if  one  is  fairly  wealthy,  surtax 
—all  commonly  called  the  King's 
taxes.  Then  Ihefe  is  a system  of 
local  or  municipal  taxation  under 
the  generic  term  of  ratea  Rates 
arc  payable^on  the  value  of  build- 
ings, either  private  houses  or  busi- 
ness premises,  and  on  all  land, 
whether  put  to  agricultural  or  any 
other  use. 

Income  tax  Is  levied  at  so  many 
shillings  In  the  pound  on  the  prev- 
ious year’s  Income  and  rates  are 
payable  on  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  rated.  * 

STANDARD  RATE 
■ Income  tax  weighs  very  heavily 
on  everybody.  The  standard  rats  is 
9 shillings  In  the  n (of  30  shillings) 
with  very  few  rebates,  and  there  Is 
a steeply  graduated  Increase  which 
make*  it  practically  Impossible  for 
anybody  to  have  an  Income  of^pmre 
than  £4,000  (or  gl6.00l^  a year. 

Surtax  begins  at  £3,000  ($6,000)  a 
year  and  U so  steep  that  all  Income 
Is  practically  extinguished  after  a 
gross  Ineome  of  £30,000  ($60,000)  Is 
reached. 

On  top  of  the  Klnt’s  taxes  there 
are  the  municipal  ratea.  Anyone 
pntiieelng  a freehold  property  or 
oertatn  leaseholds  where  the  agree- 
ment proTtdaa  for  the  payment  of 
ratea  ^ the  leaseholder  has  to  pay 
theee  taxea  — which  repreaent  ap- 
prozlmaUty  half  the  rental  valae 
of  the  property. 

TAX  DEDUCTIONS 
Now,  es  In  meet  oountrlee.  the 
vast  majority  of  the  people  of  Brit- 
ain are  wage  eamera,  and  their 
wegee  are  taxed  by  the  Inland  rev- 
emw  under  a system  called  pay-as-

The  cold  beauties  of  the  medi- 
aeval courts  are  there— Berengarla 
of  Navarra.  Eleanor  of  Castile. 
Phimpa  of  Portugal.  Blanche  of 
Bavarls  and  the  beautiful  Grand 
Duchess  Marie  of  Russia. 

SMITH  GETS  IN 

There  are  many  other  kings  in 
the  collateral  lines— Ferdinand  of 
Romania.  Cxar  Nicholas  I of  Rus- 
sia, Frederick  the  Great  of  Oer- 
many.  Alfonro  of  Spain,  alliances 
by  marriages  with  the  crowned 
b**ds  of  Denmark  and*  Norway  and 
the  royal  llnet  of  every  other  ruling 
house. 

And  — astoundlngly  — x fellow 
named  Smith.  Queen-  RUxabeth’s 
grandfather,  the  13th  Earl  of  Sralh- 
more,  married  Frances  Doia  Smith, 
whose  father  was  plain  Oewald 
ftnith.  So  duly  recorded  In  Burke's 
peerage  among  the  kings  and 
princes  Is  the  name  most  associated 
with  the  eomraoa  man. 

From  Charlemagne  to  a BmUh. 
The  tittle  prince  will  be  tough  to 
top  when  It  cemet  to  boasting  about 
family  with  his  playmates. 


London  (UP».— The  rosy  miu 
In  Princess  EUxabeth's  arms 
has  a blood  line  almost  fright- 
ening In  Its  grandeur. 

Most  people  would  be  satisfied  if 
they  could  honestly  boast  about 
ancestors  on  the  Mayflower.  Or  even 
In  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Bui  the  little  prince  has  In  his 
veins  the  blood  of  Alfred  the  Great, 
of  Charlemagne,  of  St.  Louis  and 
the  great  Barbarossa. 

He  can  speak  familiarly  of  his 
direct  ancestor.  Richard  the  Lion 
Hearted,  or  of  The  Cld.  In  his 
family  tree,  which  Is  minutely 
charted  back  to  1066.  the  year  Will- 
iam the  Conqueror  crossed  from 
Normandy,  there  Is  the  romance 
and  the  triumph  and  the  tragedy 
of  Europe's  royalty. 


In  addTUon  to  Issuing  orthodox 
licences  to  Innkeepers  In  the  White- 
hall district  of  London,  the  Bdek- 
Ingham  Palace  officials  have  to 
keep  track  of  many  curious  ten- 
ancies and  customs  of  other  kinds. 

Many  of  thesq  date  buck  cen- 
turies. and  some  of  them  apply  only 
when  the  King  is  on  tour.

APPLETON,  Norfolk,  England.-

London.  — The  days  when 
London's  River  'Thames  was 
a main  thoroughfare  are.  un- 
happily, gone:  but,  apart  frcrni  the 
plentiful  commercial  traffic  on  the 
Thames,  there  are  still  quite  a 
number  of  passenger  services. 

One  of  the  more  interesting 
trips — some  of  you  may  have  done 
It — Is  by  small  motor-boat  from 
Westmlnkter  pier,  to  the  Tower  of 
London.  The  boata  leave  several 
times  an  hour,  and  hold  about  40 
people  In  comfort.  We  start  off  In 
the  shadow  of  Big  Ben  and  the 
Houses  of  Parliament,  and  the  boat 
Immediately  swings  over  to  the 
County  Hall  side  in  order  to  keep 
well  over  to  the  right  oo  Ita  trip 
downstream. 

We  leave  Scotland  Yard  behind 
over  on  the  left  bank,  and.  Just  be- 
fore passing  under  Charing  Cross 
bridge,  catch  a gUmpee  of  the 
RAJ'.'s  memorial  to  those  of  Its 
members  who  lost  thttr  fives  In  ths 
two  World  Wars:  and  then,  a UtUe 
further  downstream,  Is  ClMpatra's 
Needle,  guarded  by  her  Sphinxes. 

Once  under  the  bridge,  one 
notices  Immediate^  an  old.  grey- 
painted  ship,  bow-sprltted  and 
clipper-bowed.  Do  you  remember 
It?  . . . Captain  BeoU*s  OlAovery. 
the  original  ship  In  which  he  made 
his  famotM  expedition  to  the 
Antarctic,  and  now  permaneoUy 
moored  at  her  last  berth. 


The  boat  usually  starts  dodging 
about  a good  deal  at  this  juncture, 
In  and  out  of  the  barges  moored  in 
the  stream.  These  are.  for  the  most 
part,  food  barges,  waiting  to  be  un- 
loaded after  their  trip  up-iivsr 
from  the  Pool  or  the  London  Docks. 
The  next  bridge— for  thj|  part  of 
the  Thames  It  plentifully  supplied 
wUh  them— Is  the  recently  com- 
pleted Waterloo  Bridge,  finely  pro- 
portioned. and  with  Its  snowy  white- 
nem  still  unstained  by  Loodon’e 
aoot  If  you  have  not  seen  It  be« 
fore,  you  will  find  it.  ifben  yon 
come  to  London,  a worthy  addition 
to  the  beauty  of  the  Thamee. 

The  next  eecUoo  of  the  river  la 
the  King's  Reach,  wtierc  Queen 
Blxabeth  used  to  moor  hm  state 
barge,  although  It  was  undoubted- 
ly called  the  Queen's  Reach  then. 
Haif-way  down  the  King's  Reach, 
one  leavta  the  City  of  Wesualnster 
and  enters  the  City  of  London 
ptaper.  Here  le  the  Temple,  one  of 
the  Inns  of  Court,  still  showing  war 
scars,  but  seemlnt  to  accept  them 
with  ftotdmn. 

We  then  po  under  Southwark 
Bridge  and  on  to  lioodoe  Bridge, 
whkb  still  earrles  more  trafifie  and 
pedeetrlans  than  any  other  bridge 
over  the  Tbamas.  Onoe  under 
London  Bridge,  we  are  In  ttie  Upper 
Pool  of  London,  the  up-rtver  limit 
of  tfilpi  of  any  sIm.  Here  there 
are  merchant  ships  from  all  over 
the  world,  dlseharglng 
in  the  heart  of  (he  CKp.
